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Pennsylvania  Hospital 


To  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  belongs  the  distinction  of  being 
the  oldest  hospital  in  the  United  States.  Before  its  foundation 
there  were  no  institutions  in  any  of  the  colonies  devoted  solely  to 
the  care  of  injured  or  sick  persons.  Cities  such  as  Philadelphia 
and  New  York  had  almshouses  to  provide  shelter  for  their  poor 
and  indigent  citizens  hut  these  were  not  hospitals  in  the  modern 
sense  of  the  term. 

Benjamin  Franklin  in  his  fascinating  Autobiography  tells 
how  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  came  to  be  founded.  One  day  he 
was  approached  by  Dr.  Thomas  Bond,  one  of  the  foremost  physi- 
cians of  Philadelphia,  who  asked  his  aid  in  raising  funds  to  estab- 
lish a hospital,  which  he  said  was  greatly  needed  to  provide  for 
the  necessities  of  Philadelphia,  then  a rapidly  growing  community 
with  some  8,000  taxable  inhabitants.  Franklin  immediately 
grasped  the  importance  of  the  project  and  it  was  chieflv  by  his 
efforts  that  sufficient  money  was  raised  to  open  wards  for  patients 
in  1751,  in  a house  at  7th  and  High  (now  IMarket)  Street. 
With  his  usual  wisdom  and  policy  Franklin  took  the  subordinate 
position  of  clerk  to  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  the  earliest 
minutes  of  the  Board  in  his  handwriting  are  preserved  to  this  day 
at  the  hospital.  One  year  later  when  Joshua  Crosby,  the  first 
president  of  the  Board  of  Managers  died,  Franklin  allowed  him- 
self to  be  elected  as  his  successor.  The  hospital  soon  demonstrated 
its  usefulness  and  outgrew  the  quarters  in  which  it  had  been 
opened.  Franklin,  foreseeing  this,  had  started  what  we  would 
now  call  a campaign  or  drive  for  funds  Avhich  was  most  successful. 

The  Penns  who  were  still  the  Proprietaries  of  Pennsylvania 
Avere  induced  to  give  a suitable  piece  of  land,  and  on  this  land, 
betAA’een  Eighth  and  Ninth  and  Spruce  and  Pine  Streets,  the 
hospital  Avas  built.  The  cornerstone  Avhich  can  still  be  seen  in  its 
original  position  Avas  laid  Avith  masonic  ceremonies  on  Alay  28, 
1755.  It  reads : 
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IN  THE  YEAR  OF  CHRIST 
:\IDCCLV, 

GEORGE  THE  SECOND  HAPPILY  REIGNING 
(FOR  HE  SOUGHT  THE  HAPPINESS  OF  HIS  PEOPLE) 
PHILADELPHIA  FLOURISHING 
(FOR  ITS  INHABITANTS  WERE  PUBLICK  SPIRITED) 

THIS  BUILDING 

BY  THE  BOUNTY  OF  THE  GOVERNMENT, 

AND  OF  MANY  PRIVATE  PERSONS, 

WAS  PIOUSLY  FOUNDED 
FOR  THE  RELIEF  OF  THE  SICK  AND  MISERABLE; 

MAY  THE  GOD  OF  MERCIES 
BLESS  THE  UNDERTAKING 

This  building  and  those  added  to  it  during  the  years  between 
1755  and  1796  are  still  in  use,  and  are  regarded  as  a wonderful 
piece  of  colonial  architecture. 

The  early  records  of  the  patients  are  interesting.  Quite  a 
number  were  admitted  at  various  times  from  the  inland  part  of 
the  colony  who  had  been  injured  by  hostile  Indians.  After  the 
defeat  of  Braddock’s  army  by  the  French  and  Indians  in  1756 
some  of  his  wounded  soldiers  were  sent  to  the  hospital.  All 
who  have  read  Longfellow’s  beautiful  poem  “Evangeline”  will 
remember  how  the  French  who  were  expelled  from  Arcadia 
(Nova  Scotia)  were  brought  to  Philadelphia.  Some  5,000  or 
6,000  of  them  were  placed  in  a sort  of  large  cantonment  at  Sixth 
and  Pine  Streets.  iMany  of  these  poor  exiles  received  medical 
care  in  the  wards  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital.  When  the 
British  troops  occupied  Philadelphia  during  the  Revolution  the 
hospital  was  used  as  a military  hospital  by  the  British  authorities 
and  when  the  Americans  replaced  the  British  it  was  required  to 
care  for  the  soldiers  of  the  Continental  Army. 

One  interesting  case  admitted  in  the  early  years  was  the  wife 
of  Stephen  Girard,  the  merchant  prince  who  founded  Girard 
College.  She  was  admitted  as  an  insane  patient  in  1790  and  re- 
mained in  the  hospital  as  such  until  her  death,  twenty-five  years 
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later.  A few  months  after  her  admission  she  gave  birth  to  a 
child,  which  only  lived  five  months.  When  Mrs.  Girard  died  she 
was  buried  in  the  grounds  of  the  hospital,  but  the  exact  location 
of  her  grave  is  now  unknown. 

In  a growing  community  such  as  Philadelphia,  the  necessity 
for  provision  for  the  care  of  women  in  childbirth  was  obvious. 
Sucb  cases  were  admitted  to  the  wards  occasionally,  but  a lying-in 
department  was  not  formally  established  by  tbe  hospital  until 
1803.  This  department  received  an  interesting  accession  to  its 
funds  in  1807,  when  officers  and  men  of  the  First  City  Troop  hav- 
ing received  the  pay  due  for  their  services  during  the  Revolutionary 
War,  turned  over  the  entire  sum  to  the  Lying-In  Department  of 
the  hospital.  In  1852  this  department  of  the  hospital  was  closed 
because  of  the  prevalence  of  that  dreaded  scourge  of  those  days, 
puerperal  fever.  Four  years  ago  the  Philadelphia  Lying-In  Char- 
ity Hospital  affiliated  with  the  Pennsylvania  and  is  now  located  on 
the  hospital’s  premises  in  a beautiful  ten-story  building  built  ac- 
cording to  the  most  modern  ideas  of  hospital  construction.  It 
was  significant  that  the  Philadelphia  Lying-In  Hospital,  estab- 
lished in  1828,  the  oldest  maternity  hospital  in  America,  and  so 
far  as  known,  the  second  of  its  type  in  the  world,  should  join  hands 
with  an  institution  founded  in  1751,  the  oldest  general  hospital 
in  this  country. 

Besides  the  primary  function  as  a hospital  the  Pennsylvania 
was  the  pioneer  institution  for  medical  education  in  this  country. 
The  staff  was  composed  of  the  best  physicians  and  surgeons  of 
their  day.  John  Morgan  and  William  Shippen,  Jr.,  who  later 
when  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  established  the  first  medical 
school  in  what  is  now  the  United  States,  were  the  first  professors 
in  it;  Benjamin  Rush,  Philip  Syng  Physick,  who  all  were  members 
of  tbe  Pennsylvania  Hospital  staff,  had  all  received  their  medical 
degrees  at  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  the  foremost  medical 
school  in  the  world.  These  men  used  the  wards  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Hospital  to  teach  students  at  the  bedside.  They  agreed  to 
give  all  the  fees  they  received  from  students  to  the  hospital  to 
establish  a medical  library,  and  thus  the  first  hospital  founded  in 
this  country  contained  the  first  public  medical  library.  Dr.  John 
Fothergill,  a famous  Quaker  doctor  of  London,  took  a great 
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interest  in  this  side  of  the  hospital’s  work.  He  not  only  sent  over 
books  for  the  library,  but  also  a number  of  very  handsome  ana- 
tomical casts  and  paintings  to  be  used  for  teaching  purposes.  If 
you  will  visit  the  hospital  you  can  still  see  these  paintings,  in  the 
handsome  library  room  in  which  is  the  magnificent  collection  of 
books  into  which  the  library  grew. 

During  1804  the  first  clinical  amphitheatre  in  this  country 
in  which  operations  could  be  performed  before  large  classes  of 
students  was  opened  in  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital.  Although  it 
has  long  since  been  supplanted  by  a magnificent  modern  operating 
amphitheatre,  the  old  room,  converted  to  other  purposes,  can  yet 
be  seen  and  is  an  interesting  historical  relic.  In  it  Philip  Syng 
Physick  carried  on  the  wonderful  surgical  work  and  delivered  the 
celebrated  lectures  which  have  justly  caused  him  to  be  entitled  the 
“Father  of  American  Surgery.” 

Benjamin  Rush,  the  “American  Hippocrates,”  one  of  the 
Signers  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  also  lectured  in  this 
room.  To  him  we  owe  the  early  fame  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hos- 
pital in  the  treatment  of  the  insane.  From  its  foundation  patients 
suffering  from  mental  disorders  were  made  the  objects  of  special 
care.  This  branch  of  its  work  increased  to  such  an  extent  that 
finally  a large  tract  of  land  in  West  Philadelphia  between  Forty- 
fourth  and  Forty-ninth  Streets  was  purchased  on  which  to  erect 
suitable  accommodations  to  care  for  this  class  of  patients.  This 
department  of  the  hospital  was  opened  in  1841  and  from  that 
year  until  his  death  in  1883  was  in  charge  of  Dr.  Thomas  S. 
Kirkbride.  From  this  long  association  and  from  his  successful 
management  of  its  affairs  this  department  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Hospital  is  probably  more  familiar  to  Philadelphians  as  “Kirk- 
bride’s”  than  by  its  right  title.  A few  years  since,  the  hospital 
opened  at  Forty-ninth  and  Market  Streets  its  Institute  of  mental 
hygiene,  which  has  already  proved  its  value  in  a remarkable  man- 
ner. It  is  equipped  with  all  the  facilities  of  a general  hospital. 
The  Institute  affords  the  most  highly  perfected  modern  facilities 
for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  nervous  disorders  which,  un- 
corrected, might  develop  more  serious  conditions. 

Thus  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  has  grown  during  the  180 
years  of  service  until  it  is,  now,  one  of  the  largest  hospital  organi- 
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zations  in  the  United  States.  It  is  not  only  a ^reat  general  hos- 
pital, providing  for  the  relief  of  the  sick  and  injured,  but  includes 
in  its  organization  a great  maternity  hospital  and  a splendid  hos- 
pital for  the  care  of  mental  and  nervous  disorders. 

Some  idea  of  the  scope  of  this  great  institution  may  be 
gathered  from  a brief  summary  of  the  work  of  its  various  depart- 
ments : 

First,  the  Department  for  the  Sick  and  Injured,  conducted 
on  the  original  site  of  the  old  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  the  city 
block  bounded  by  Spruce  and  Pine,  Eighth  and  Ninth  Streets. 
Few  pass  along  Pine  Street  between  Eighth  and  Ninth  without 
pausing  to  gaze  at  the  beautiful  colonial  buildings  which  stand 
much  as  they  were  when  erected  under  the  supervision  of  Benjamin 
Franklin.  During  the  year  just  passed  over  7,000  patients  were 
treated  in  the  beds  of  this  department  of  the  hospital  and  no  less 
than  38,000  patients  were  treated  in  its  Emergency  and  Receiving 
Department  and  more  than  19,000  in  its  Out-Patient  Department. 

Second,  the  Lying-In  Department.  The  building,  on  the 
north  side  of  Spruce  Street  is  connected  by  tunnel  with  the  general 
hospital.  Here  the  work  of  the  Philadelphia  Lying-In  Charity 
and  of  the  IMaternity  Hospital  is  conducted,  and  complete  pro- 
vision is  made  for  maternity  service  and  the  treatment  of  women’s 
diseases.  It  accommodates  150  adult  patients  and  provides  also  for 
the  care  of  130  infants  in  bassinets.  During  the  past  year  4700 
patients,  adult  and  infant,  received  its  care. 

Third,  the  Hospital  for  Alental  and  Nervous  Diseases.  The 
extensive  plant  of  this  department  is  located  on  the  tract  at  44th 
and  IMarket  Streets,  comprising  about  58  acres.  It  provides  for 
the  care  of  250  men  and  women  patients.  Facilities  for  out-door 
games,  gardening,  recreation  and  occupational  therapy,  as  methods 
of  treatment,  are  amply  provided  for,  and  the  department  has  long 
stood  in  the  forefront  of  institutions  treating  these  classes  of  dis- 
order. Over  five  hundred  patients  were  cared  for  during  the 
course  of  the  year. 
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If  the  growth  of  the  city  forces  such  a step,  it  may  be  neces- 
sary in  the  future  to  move  this  department  to  the  farm  at  New- 
town Square,  which  comprises  a tract  of  about  650  acres. 

Fourth,  the  Institute.  The  new  building  of  the  Institute 
occupies  the  property  at  49th  and  Market  Streets,  comprising 
about  25  acres.  There  are  120  beds  for  adults  and  24  beds  for 
children.  Allied  to  the  work  of  the  Institute  is  the  accommoda- 
tion afforded  at  Rhoads  Hall  (on  the  farm  at  Newtown  Square) 
for  a limited  number  of  private  cases. 

The  scope  of  the  work  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  at  the 
present  day  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that,  including  ward  accom- 
modations, private  rooms  and  bassinets  for  infants,  the  capacity  of 
the  affiliated  institutions  (exclusive  of  Rhoads  Hall)  is  upwards 
of  1,000  beds.  In  addition  to  those  who  occupy  these  beds  a far 
greater  number  of  persons  receive  treatment  in  the  out-patient 
departments,  clinics  and  emergency  departments. 

The  combined  figures  for  the  past  year  are  as  follows: 


Persons  occupying  beds  in  the  affiliated  hospitals 12,200 

Persons  treated  in  Out-Patient  Departments 27,000 

Emergency  cases  38,000 


From  this  it  appears  that  more  than  77,000  individuals  receive 
treatment  at  the  hospital  in  the  course  of  a year.  In  many  of  these 
cases,  of  course,  the  treatment  extends  over  considerable  periods, 
or  involves  numerous  visits  to  one  or  more  of  the  departments. 
Through  the  social  service  departments  additional  thousands  of 
persons,  members  of  the  families  of  patients,  are  benefited  by  the 
activities  of  the  institution.  It  occupies  a most  important  place  in 
the  life  of  the  community. 

The  real  estate,  building,  and  equipment  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Hospital  represent  a truly  enormous  investment.  The  maintenance 
of  such  a plant  requires  a vast  expenditure  in  order  to  keep  its 
work  up  to  the  highest  standard.  Consequently  although  the  ex- 
penditure of  its  invested  funds  and  endowments  are  made  with  the 
greatest  care  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  is  today  in  urgent  need  of 
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funds  to  carry  on  the  great  service  to  the  community  as  it  has  been 
doing  for  one  hundred  and  eighty  years.  Never  since  the  founda- 
tion in  1751  has  the  need  for  assistance  been  greater.  Its  services 
in  the  past  have  been  so  highly  appreciated  that  its  appeals  have 
seldom  failed  to  meet  a hearty  response.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  people  of  Philadelphia  still  cherish  for  the  Pennsylvania  Hos- 
pital the  same  spirit  of  gratitude,  pride,  and  affection  which  ani- 
mated their  predecessors.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
to  the  Contributors  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  at 
the  One  Hundred  and  Eightieth  Annual 
Meeting  Held  May  4th,  1931 


At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  immediately  fol- 
lowing the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Contributors  held  on  May 
5th,  1930,  Arthur  V.  Morton  was  unanimously  re-elected  Presi- 
dent, and  Lawrence  J.  Morris  was  unanimously  re-elected  Sec- 
retary. 

The  Managers  present  for  the  information  of  the  Contribu- 
tors the  reports  of  the  Superintendent  and  of  the  Medical  Staff 
at  the  Department  for  the  Sick  and  Injured;  of  the  Physician-in- 
Chief  of  the  Department  for  Mental  and  Nervous  Diseases;  and 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Hospital.  These,  supplemented  by  the 
detailed  reports  and  statistics,  constitute  a complete  record  of  our 
work  for  the  past  year. 

The  Managers  wish  again  to  record  their  sense  of  obligation 
to  the  Welfare  Federation  of  Philadelphia,  which  has  rendered 
invaluable  assistance  in  support  of  the  current  work  of  the  insti- 
tution ; as  also  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  which  has 
made  substantial  contribution. 

The  Managers  call  the  particular  attention  of  the  Contribu- 
tors to  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  which  shows  the  need  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Hospital  for  funds  for  maintenance  if  the  work  for 
which  the  hospital  has  been  so  well  known  is  to  be  conducted  in 
the  future  as  in  the  past. 

During  the  campaign  for  funds  referred  to  in  last  year’s 
report,  stress  was  laid  upon  this  urgent  need. 

A very  large  part  of  the  work  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital 
has  been  devoted  to  charity,  without  regard  to  color,  creed  or 
ability  to  pay. 

At  the  same  time,  the  shifting  of  population  incident  to  the 
growth  of  a great  city  has  taken  from  the  central  portions  of 
Philadelphia  many  people  whose  help  we  have  hoped  for  and 
Avhose  interest  has  now  largely  centered  in  outlying  institutions. 
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A change,  therefore,  in  our  policy  seems  inevitable,  and  the 
Board  of  jManagers  are  taking  steps  to  limit  certain  portions  of 
the  work  until  funds  are  in  hand  to  place  the  activities  of  the 
hospital  on  a more  sound  financial  basis. 

The  Managers  have  watched  with  interest  the  work  of  the 
two  new  units  of  the  hospital:  The  Institute  at  49th  and  Market 
Streets,  and  the  building  at  8th  and  Spruce  Streets  housing  the 
Philadelphia  Lying-In  Charity  and  the  Maternity  Hospital  of 
Philadelphia. 

While  the  growth  of  work  in  these  two  units  is  hampered 
by  the  business  depression  which  is  affecting  all  hospitals,  the 
Managers  have  reason  to  believe  that  by  rigid  economy  and  cur- 
tailment of  charity  work  these  departments  may  be  expected  to 
become  practically  self-supporting  in  a reasonable  period  of  time. 

The  Maternity  Building,  which  has  been  in  operation  since 
July,  1929,  is  believed  to  be  one  of  the  outstanding  structures  of 
its  kind,  in  this  country  or  abroad,  and  gives  to  the  community 
much  needed  ward  and  private  room  facilities.  Its  success  seems 
assured. 

As  stressing  again  the  value  of  the  Institute  in  the  life  of 
the  community  and  the  particular  appeal  which  this  department 
should  have  to  far-seeing  donors  of  funds,  the  ^Managers  again  call 
your  attention  to  the  significance  of  the  grants  for  special  lines  of 
work  made  by  the  Commonwealth  Fund  of  New  York  and  the 
Rosenwald  Fund  in  Chicago. 

The  Managers  also  desire  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the 
contributors  the  increasing  value  of  the  research  work  which  is 
being  accomplished  and  which  can  be  so  largely  extended  in  the 
laboratories  of  the  Department  for  the  Sick  and  Injured  and  of 
the  Institute. 

Endowment  Funds  or  special  gifts  for  this  purpose  are 
earnestly  asked  for. 

In  the  plan  for  future  development  presented  to  the  con- 
tributors several  years  ago,  three  buildings  were  indicated  as 
essential. 

Two  of  these,  the  Maternity  Building  and  the  Institute,  have 
been  provided,  leaving  the  Nurses’  Home  at  8th  and  Spruce

Streets — adequate  to  supply  proper  teaching  facilities  and  to  house 
all  the  nurses  under  one  roof — the  most  pressing  need  at  this  time. 

The  Managers  are  without  sufficient  funds  for  the  construc- 
tion of  this  building  and  they  hope  that  generous  friends  of  the 
hospital  may  be  Inclined  to  make  gifts  for  this  purpose. 

Sometimes  old  institutions  sit  back  and  are  content  to  live  on 
the  past.  With  no  thought  other  than  to  show  that  the  manage- 
ment has  endeavored  to  live  up  to  the  traditions  of  the  hospital, 
the  Managers  desire  to  quote  from  the  closing  words  of  Dr.  Haven 
Emerson  relative  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  in  his  recent  “Hos- 
pital Survey  of  Philadelphia”: — 

“It  would  be  difficult  to  praise  adequately  the  spirit 
of  youth,  the  evidence  of  imagination,  courage  and 
broadening  of  public  service  for  the  sick,  which  have 
characterized  the  operation  of  this  Hospital  for  genera- 
tions. * *■  * * The  only  limitation  which  appears  to 
threaten  the  maintenance  of  a century  and  more  of  hos- 
pital leadership  by  tbe  Pennsylvania  Hospital  is  the  rela- 
tive meagerness  of  endowments  to  permit  of  confident 
plans  for  the  future.” 

On  January  1st,  1931,  Daniel  D.  Test  retired  as  Superin- 
tendent after  a continuous  service  of  nearly  forty  years. 

d'he  Managers  desire  to  record  their  appreciation  of  the  re- 
markable service  rendered  by  Mr.  Test  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hos- 
pital and  to  pay  tribute  to  his  loyalty  and  devotion  to  its  interests. 

It  is  a satisfaction  to  the  IManagers  that  Mr.  Test’s  services 
as  Consultant  are  retained  for  the  benefit  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Hospital. 

John  N.  Hatfield,  who  had  served  as  Assistant  Superintendent 
for  a number  of  years,  was  elected  to  succeed  Mr.  Test. 

By  his  record  before  coming  to  tbe  Pennsylvania  Hospital 
and  by  the  ability  and  judgment  which  he  has  shown  since,  Mr. 
Hatfield  has  proved  himself  worthy  of  the  responsibility  and  honor. 

The  Managers  regret  to  announce  the  resignation  of  Dr. 
Owen  Copp  as  Consultant  for  Future  Development. 
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Since  Dr.  Copp’s  retirement  in  1922  as  Physician-in-Chief  of 
the  Department  for  Mental  and  Nervous  Diseases,  he  has — as 
Consultant — studied  and  developed  the  needs  of  that  department. 

His  outstanding  achievement  has  been  the  conception  and 
construction  of  the  Institute  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital.  To 
him,  his  vision  and  inspiration,  more  than  to  any  other  man,  is 
due  the  willingness  of  the  Managers  to  make  this  contribution  to 
medicine  in  Philadelphia. 

The  Managers  regret  to  announce  the  resignation  of  Mr. 
George  L.  Harrison  as  a Manager. 

Mr.  William  H.  Donner  was  elected  to  succeed  Mr.  Har- 
rison. 

The  Managers  further  regret  to  announce  the  resignation  of 
Mr.  Charles  Wheeler  as  a Manager. 

Mr.  Sydney  P.  Clark  was  elected  to  succeed  Mr.  Wheeler. 

While  the  Managers  are  always  fully  conscious  of  the  un- 
selfish work  being  done  in  the  interests  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hos- 
pital by  the  Women’s  Committee,  by  the  Women’s  Auxiliary 
Committee  of  the  Social  Service  Department  and  by  members  of 
the  Junior  League,  it  seems  fitting  to  make  acknowledgment  of 
these  services  in  this  report. 

The  Managers  desire  to  again  express  their  appreciation  of 
the  loyalty  and  high  standards  of  service  by  the  staff,  officers  and 
employees.

Hospital  for  the  year  ended  November  30,  1930,  and  have  found  that  the 
recorded  receipts  were  properly  deposited  in  bank  and  that  the  disburse- 
ments were  supported  by  authorized  vouchers. 

The  excess  of  expenses  over  income  for  the  year  was  $276,236.51,  as 
compared  with  $103,718.50  for  the  eleven  months  ended  November  30, 
1929,  and  $134,596.25  for  the  calendar  year  1928. 

The  cash  in  banks  and  on  hand,  the  accounts  receivable  and  additions 
to  fixed  property  were  verified.  The  investments  and  uninvested  cash  in 
the  various  endowment  funds  were  confirmed  to  us  by  the  Provident  Trust 
Company  of  Philadelphia,  Attorney.  We  did  not  verify  the  income  from 
investments. 

The  mortgages  and  notes  payable  were  confirmed  to  us  by  corre- 
spondence with  the  holders  thereof.

To  the  Managers  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital: 

Gentlemen : 

I beg  to  call  attention  to  a few  of  the  activities  of  the  hos- 
pital during  the  fiscal  year  ending  November  30th,  1930.  For  a 
description  of  the  work  that  has  been  accomplished  during  this 
period  I commend  to  your  attention  the  departmental  reports 
submitted  herewith. 

This  report  covers  a period  which  was  greatly  affected  by  a 
world-wide  economic  depression.  This  hospital,  ever  cognizant  of 
its  responsibilities,  has  met  the  adverse  conditions  incident  to  the 
situation  and  has  maintained  its  standard  of  care  of  the  sick  and 
injured.  It  is  with  satisfaction  that  I point  out  this  significant 
fact  in  the  face  of  such  adversity. 

Hospitals  everywhere  have  experienced  most  trying  conditions 
during  the  past  year  and  they  are  still  carrying  a heavy  burden. 
H owever,  they  have  survived  other  serious  depressions,  have  over- 
come greater  obstacles  than  those  that  now  face  them,  and  have 
emerged  from  their  difficulties  stronger  and  more  secure  in  their 
value  to  humanity. 

Hospital  care  has  not  been  denied  indigent  patients.  The 
greatly  increased  demand  for  charity  beds  and  free  services  has 
been  met,  although  revenues  have  been  materially  decreased.  The 
Pennsylvania  Hospital  has  marked  time  with  its  sister  institutions. 
It  has  felt  the  result  of  the  depression  as  acutely  as  the  others,  but 
it  has  carried  on  and  discharged  its  responsibilities  in  a commend- 
able manner,  confident  it  has  earned  the  approval  and  support 
of  those  interested  in  its  welfare. 

On  behalf  of  the  hospital  I would  express  sincere  appreciation 
to  its  many  friends  for  their  generous  gifts  and  for  their  kindly 
interest  in  the  work  of  the  hospital.  Through  the  generosity  of 
IM  rs.  J.  Harrison  Smith,  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  was  the  first 
institution  in  Philadelphia  to  acquire  an  adult  respirator.  This 
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apparatus  is  a relatively  new  development  and  is  used  in  the  treat- 
ment of  cases  suffering  from  gas  poisoning,  electric  shock,  and 
paralysis  of  the  respiratory  system. 

I\Ir.  and  Mrs.  Mintern  T.  Wright  made  it  possible  to  pur- 
chase a new  electro-cardiographic  galvanometer  for  the  Heart 
Station.  This  apparatus  is  the  latest  in  every  respect,  and  has 
the  great  advantage  of  being  portable  so  that  it  can  be  taken  to 
the  bedside,  or,  in  case  of  necessity,  to  the  home  of  the  patient. 

Mrs.  E.  Walter  Clarke  aided  the  Heart  Clinic  of  the  Out- 
Patient  Department  through  the  purchase  of  an  orthodioscopic 
fluoroscope  which  is  used  in  making  heart  tracings  without  the  use 
of  x-ray  films. 

Through  the  liberality  of  two  hospital  managers  a combined 
chemical  and  dietetic  laboratory  was  provided  for  the  School  of 
Nursing. 

By  participating  in  the  proceeds  from  the  last  charity  ball,  it 
was  possible  to  make  much  needed  renovations  to  two  of  the  prop- 
erties used  for  housing  nurses. 

Several  members  of  the  staff  and  one  of  the  hospital  managers 
are  providing  funds  for  alterations  and  additions  to  the  operating 
clinic  suite.  The  changes  have  been  effected  and  the  additional 
facilities  have  proven  a valuable  adjunct  to  the  hospital. 

Space  does  not  permit  of  special  mention  of  all  gifts,  but  they 
are  recorded  on  page  95. 

The  spirit  which  has  prompted  these  gifts  has  given  fresh 
courage  to  those  who  are  carrying  the  responsibilities  of  the  insti- 
tution during  this  serious  period  of  its  history. 

Two  prized  possessions  of  the  hospital  are  of  sufficient  his- 
torical importance  to  merit  mention  here.  First,  the  lead  statue 
of  William  Penn  was  taken  from  its  pedestal,  thoroughly  repaired, 
re-erected,  and  painted.  Second,  because  of  age  and  last  summer’s 
drouth,  the  descendant  of  the  Penn  Treaty  Elm  Tree  was  found  to 
be  in  serious  condition.  As  the  result  of  expert  trimming  and 
proper  chemical  feeding  its  life  may  be  spared  many  years. 

Some  indication  of  the  work  of  the  hospital  during  the  past 
year  is  presented  by  the  following  statistics.  These  figures  do  not 
include  the  Maternity  Department.  There  was  a total  of  63,266 
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peisons  treated,  of  these  7,213  tvere  admitted  to  the  private  rooms, 
32,715  were  treated  in  the  emergenct'  department,  and  23,638  in 
the  Out-Patient  Department.  The  in-patients  were  hospitalized  a 
total  of  82,625  days,  or  an  average  of  11.5  days  for  each  patient, 
and  the  beds  were  occupied  to  the  extent  of  76%.  In  the  Out- 
Patient  Department,  116,395  visits  were  made  by  the  23,638  per- 
sons treated,  and  the  activities  of  the  emergency  department  can 
be  better  visualized  when  it  is  stated  that  a patient  was  admitted 
on  an  average  of  every  sixteen  minutes,  day  and  night,  throughout 
the  year. 

The  cost  of  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  hospital  for  the  year 
was  $654,156.90,  while  receipts  from  patients  amounted  to  $240,- 
028.80.  The  resulting  deficit  of  $414,128.10  represents  the  char- 
ity work  done  by  the  hospital.  The  per  capita  per  diem  cost  of 
in-patients  was  $6.49  and  the  cost  of  each  out-patient  visit  was 
$1.01.  This  cost  is  still  below  that  of  many  of  the  prominent 
hospitals  of  the  country. 

The  IMedical  Staff  was  effected  by  the  following  changes: 

Dr.  Lloyd  B.  Greene  was  promoted  to  Assistant  Urologist 
to  the  hospital. 

The  title  of  Dr.  B.  F.  Baer,  Jr.,  was  changed  to  that  of 
Consulting  Ophthalmologist  to  the  IMaternity  Department. 

Dr.  Garfield  G.  Duncan  was  promoted  to  Assistant  Physician 
to  the  Hospital. 

Dr.  George  F.  J.  Kelly  resigned  as  Assistant  Ophthalmologist 
to  the  Hospital  and  Out-Patient  Clinic.

On  behalf  of  the  hospital,  I want  to  express  my  appreciation 
of  the  work  of  the  members  of  the  medical  staff.  We  are  prone  to 
take  as  a matter  of  course  the  important  part  the  doctors  have  in 
the  life  and  service  of  any  hospital — and  too  little  thought  is  given 
to  the  tremendous  contribution  which  they  are  daily  making.  If 
the  service  which  they  render  “gratis”  were  computed  in  dollars 
at  the  usual  prices  charged  in  private  practice,  it  would  be  found 
that  only  our  very  wealthy  citizens  could  make  contributions  equal 
to  those  of  many  of  the  doctors.  In  addition  to  this  the  doctor 
gives  freely  of  himself  and  very  often  it  is  the  confidence  that 
comes  from  this  personal  contact  which  tides  a patient  over  a 
serious  crisis  or  hastens  recovery. 

The  nursing  department  in  its  various  forms  dates  back  to 
the  heginning  of  the  hospital,  and  I want  also  to  make  special  men- 
tion of  tlie  debt  which  the  hospital  owes  to  its  nurses  and  especially 
to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Training  School,  Miss  Margaret  A. 
Dunlop,  whose  personality  and  labors  have  had  such  a large  part 
in  the  life  of  the  institution. 

To  the  Women’s  Committee  for  their  library  work  and  kindly 
ministrations  to  the  patients,  and  to  the  Women’s  Auxiliary  Com- 
mittee for  its  help  in  the  Social  Service  Department  and  its  interest 
in  and  financing,  either  individually  or  as  a group,  of  several 
needed  improvements,  the  hospital  has  an  increasing  obligation. 
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In  this,  my  last  annual  report  to  the  managers,  I should  like 
to  refer  with  emphasis  to  that  intangible  thing  which  is  often  re- 
ferred to  as  the  “Spirit  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,” — that 
“something”  which  makes  the  stranger  feel  at  home — which  makes 
the  rich  and  the  poor  alike  feel  that  they  have  found  a friend  when 
misfortune  in  the  form  of  illness  overtakes  them.  Can  this  valu- 
able asset  be  maintained  in  the  life  of  today  when  the  question  of 
balanced  budgets  is  more  and  more  taking  precedence  over  every- 
thing else  ? 

Some  years  ago  a captain  of  industry  said  that  “modern  effi- 
ciency is  taking  the  soul  out  of  business.”  Today  we  are  hearing 
from  all  over  the  country  that  hospitals  are  becoming  commer- 
cialized— that  the  patients  in  the  hospitals  are  losing  their  identity 
as  human  beings  and  more  and  more  becoming  merely  interesting 
cases  for  scientific  study  and  treatment.  This  condition  is  causing 
much  concern  in  many  places.  The  reason  for  it  lies  in  the  fact 
that  the  spirit  of  humanity  which  should  always  take  precedence 
where  human  life  and  health  are  at  stake  is  being  shunted  out  of 
its  rightful  position. 

I would  not  be  misunderstood.  There  must  be  efficiency  in 
the  business  as  well  as  the  medical  administration  of  our  hospitals, 
but  there  must  be  something  more. 

The  task  is  more  difficult  today,  but  I believe  it  is  entirely 
possible  to  maintain  the  spirit  of  the  past  if  we  steadfastly  keep 
in  mind  the  fact  that  while  hospital  business  has  all  the  elements 
of  those  businesses  conducted  for  profit,  it  must  in  addition  always 
give  first  place  to  those  spiritual  values  which  gave  our  hospitals 
birth,  and  without  which  they  will  fail  to  measure  up  to  the  best 
for  which  they  were  founded. 

In  conclusion,  may  I express  the  feeling  that  fortunate  indeed 
is  one  who  has  had  the  privilege  for  many  years  of  serving  the 
Pennsylvania  Hospital.  The  accomplishment  of  the  past  years 
are  largely  the  result  of  the  co-operation  and  help  of  the  man- 
agers, doctors,  department  heads  and  other  personnel.  For  this, 
and  for  the  privilege  of  serving  the  institution,  I want  to  record 
my  grateful  appreciation.

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‘‘Christ  Healing  the  Sick  in  the  Temple” 

As  one  enters  the  Administration  Building  of  the  Department 
for  the  Sick  and  Injured  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  at  Eighth 
and  Spruce  Streets,  he  first  looks  upon  the  large  painting  “Christ 
Healing  the  Sick  in  the  Temple.”  The  painting  which  is  sixteen 
feet  long  by  ten  feet  high  immediately  commands  attention.  It 
is  the  work  of  that  great  historical  painter  Benjamin  West  and 
was  conceived  and  executed  especially  for  the  Pennsylvania 
Hospital. 

Benjamin  West  was  born  October  10,  1738,  and  spent  his 
early  life  at  Springfield,  Delaware  County,  Pennsylvania.  His 
father,  who  was  born  and  educated  in  England,  belonged  to  the 
Quaker  family  of  the  Wests  of  Long  Crendon  in  Buckingham- 
shire. Benjamin  West  came  to  Philadelphia  at  the  age  of  nine 
to  study  art  for  which  even  earlier  he  showed  a remarkable 
aptness.  He  progressed  rapidly  in  bis  chosen  profession  and  at  the 
age  of  eighteen  established  himself  in  Philadelphia.  Later  he 
went  to  New  York,  where  in  1760,  aided  by  some  generous  mer- 
chants, he  went  to  Rome  to  pursue  his  studies  in  Italy.  In  1763 
while  visiting  England  he  was  induced  to  remain  in  London  where 
he  made  his  home  until  he  died  in  1820.  In  1792  he  was  elected 
president  of  the  Royal  Academy  which  post  he  held,  except  for 
one  year,  until  his  death. 

After  the  superannuation  of  King  George  HI,  West,  who 
for  forty  years  had  held  a royal  commission  under  King  George  HI 
as  historical  painter,  resigned  the  commission.  He  then  began  a 
series  of  religious  pieces  the  first  of  which  was  “Christ  Healing 
the  Sick  in  the  Temple,”  and  intended  for  the  Pennsylvania  Hos- 
pital in  Philadelphia.  The  original,  completed  in  1811,  was  sold, 
however,  for  three  thousand  guineas  (approximately  $15,000) 
to  the  British  Institute,  and  a copy  with  some  alterations  was 
executed  by  West  for  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  and  was  ready 
for  delivery  in  1815.  August  17,  1817  the  ship  “Electra”  with 
the  picture  in  its  hold  sailed  from  London  and  arrived  October 
13th  at  Philadelphia.  By  order  of  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury 
the  export  duty  was  remitted  and  by  an  Act  of  Congress,  dated 
January  14,  1818,  tbe  import  duty  was  cancelled.  The  Act  was 
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signed  by  the  President,  James  Monroe;  Speaker  of  the  House 
of  Representatives,  Henry  Clay;  President  of  the  Senate  Pro  Tern, 
John  Galliard;  and  the  Act  was  certified  to  by  John  Quincy 
Adams,  Secretary  of  State. 

To  accommodate  the  picture  and  for  the  purpose  of  exhibiting 
it,  a building  was  especially  erected,  after  suggestions  from  the 
famous  painter  himself,  the  building  housing  the  painting  until 
1853.  The  structure  was  erected  in  part  from  voluntary  sub- 
scriptions and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  Stephen  Girard’s  name 
is  first  on  the  list  of  subscribers  for  $1,000.  While  the  picture 
was  on  exhibition,  some  $15,000  net  was  realized  from  admission 
charges,  the  revenue  having  been  used  to  help  defray  the  expense 
of  operating  the  hospital. 

In  1849  and  again  in  1853,  the  picture  was  loaned  to  the 
Pennslyvania  Academy  of  Fine  Arts  for  exhibition  purposes. 
Subsequently  it  was  placed  in  the  Hall  of  the  Department  for 
the  Insane,  44th  and  Market  Streets,  Philadelphia,  where  it  re- 
mained until  1884  when  the  painting  was  found  to  require 
cleaning  and  varnishing.  Afterward  it  was  removed  from  the 
Insane  Department  to  the  Clinical  Amphitheatre  at  the  Pine  Street 
Hospital  and  placed  in  a conspicuous  position  above  the  operating 
table.  The  Administration  Building  was  erected  in  1900  and 
soon  after  it  was  occupied,  the  painting  was  transferred  to  the 
position  it  now  occupies,  there  to  continue  its  welcome  to  both  the 
sick  and  the  well,  the  rich  and  the  poor.  The  picture  typifies 
more  than  any  other  material  thing  of  the  institution  the  spirit 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital.  It  is  appropriate,  therefore,  that 
it  should  occupy  the  position  it  does  so  that  ever)'one  coming  into 
official  contact  with  the  hospital  may  look  upon  it  and  spend  a 
moment  appreciating  its  message  and  beauty. 
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Report  of  the  Staff 


To  the  Board  of  Managers : 

The  Dermatologic  services  have  as  usual  been  very  active,  a 
total  of  24,207  visits  being  credited  to  them. 

In  Service  “A"  the  clinical  material  has  been  increasingly 
used  for  teaching  and  for  several  months  past  a large  part  of  the 
routine  work  has  been  carried  on  by  students  under  an  elective 
offered  by  this  clinic. 

Two  members  of  the  staff  visited  the  International  Congress 
of  Dermatology  and  Syphilology  in  Copenhagen  last  summer  at 
which  gathering  Dr.  Stokes  presented  a co-operative  clinical  study, 
participated  in  by  five  university  clinics  and  the  United  States 
Public  Health  Service,  of  the  incidents  and  factors  responsible  for 
the  relapse  in  early  syphilis.  Dr.  Pillsbury  presented  a paper  giv- 
ing the  results  of  fundamental  chemical  investigation  into  the 
carbohydrate  metabolism  of  the  skin.  Drs.  Stokes,  Miller  and 
Beerman  presented  the  results  of  the  treatment  of  syphilis  with 
bismuth  arsphenamine  sulphonate  before  the  American  IVIedical 
Association  at  Detroit  (this  drug  has  been  largely  used  on  the 
Pennsylvania  Hospital  service  as  well  as  at  the  University),  and 
Dr.  Pillsbury  likewise  presented  his  chemical  results  before  tbe 
American  Medical  Association. 

The  present  needs  of  Skin^  Service  “B/'  are  for  more  tech- 
nical assistance.  While  a certain  amount  of  use  can  be  made  of 
medical  students  as  technical  aids,  and  such  training  is  invaluable 
to  them,  it  is  inadvisable  to  allow  all  tbe  treatment  in  the  depart- 
ment to  come  through  their  hands  even  under  the  most  careful 
direction.  For  this  reason  the  Skin,  Service  “B,”  will  certainly 
require  during  the  coming  year  the  assistance  of  a treatment  tech- 
nician and  in  all  probability  of  another  pupil  nurse.  The  co-opera- 
tion of  the  interne  on  duty  seems  to  be  very  largely  dependent  on 
his  interest  or  lack  of  interest  in  the  subject. 

In  the  Maternity  Department,  staff  meetings  are  held  the 
first  Friday  of  every  month.  All  the  head  nurses  of  the  depart- 
ment, the  internes,  and  social  service  workers  have,  with  few 
exceptions,  attended  regularly.  All  subjects  pertaining  to  tbe

department  are  taken  up  at  this  meeting,  especially  technique,  and 
the  synopsis  of  cases  occurring  during  the  month.  A complete 
analysis  of  each  case  is  recorded  from  the  discharged  record. 

Service  "A"  reports  from  December  1,  1929,  to  November 
30,  1930,  894  patients  have  been  delivered.  A total  number  of 
899  infants.  Corrected  foetal  mortality  1.4%.  Six  maternal 
deaths  or  .67%. 

Service  "B”  reports  for  the  same  period  964  deliveries  with 
a total  of  979  infants.  Corrected  foetal  mortality  2.9%.  Eight 
maternal  deaths  or  .82%. 

These  statistics  are  considered  most  encouraging  as  the  mor- 
tality, both  the  maternal  and  foetal,  is  decidedly  below  the  usual 
standard. 

A highly  important  and  satisfactory  addition  to  the  equipment 
of  the  IMaternity  Department  is  a Drinker  Respirator  for  infants; 
this  being  one  of  three  in  the  country. 

The  maternity  dispensary  service  is  progressing  most  satis- 
factorily and  the  follow-up  returns  are  as  good  as  can  be  expected 
without  sufficient  workers  and  visitors  to  make  a house  to  house 
canvass. 

Medical  Service  "A”  has  continued  the  teaching  of  fourth 
year  students  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in  the  wards  and 
of  third  year  men  in  the  dispensary. 

Ophthalmoscopic  examination  has  become  almost  routine  on 
the  medical  wards,  entailing  a large  number  of  consultations  which 
have  been  promptly  and  efficiently  rendered  by  the  Ophthahno- 
loffical  Department. 

In  the  Out-Patient  Department  about  1700  new  patients 
were  received  and  treated,  and  the  total  visits  to  the  Eye  Clinic 
numbered  over  6,000. 

As  in  previous  years  the  teaching  of  students  from  the  Grad- 
uate School  of  IMedicine,  University  of  Pennsjdvania,  has  been 
carried  on.  This  teaching  constitutes  a very  important  part  of 
the  training  of  doctors  who  have  come  to  Philadelphia  to  study 
ophthalmology. 
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In  the  Oto-Laryngolo(jic  Department  a custom  has  been  insti- 
tuted of  having  the  various  physicians  connected  with  this  depart- 
ment dine  together  at  the  invitation  of  Dr.  Davies  to  discuss 
problems  connected  with  the  department. 

Surgical  Service  reports  that  the  follow-up  service  in 

the  Out-Patient  Department  has  proven  of  great  value  and  is 
functioning  well.  A Thursday  evening  clinic  has  been  established 
to  Avbicb  patients  return  for  examination.  During  tbe  past  year 
708  letters  have  been  sent  out  and  348  patients  have  returned  for 
examination.  This  clinic  is  valuable  not  only  from  a statistical 
standpoint  but  also  from  that  of  the  patients. 

Small  groups  of  students  from  the  Jefferson  Medical  College 
have  received  instruction  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  in 
the  wards. 

The  surgical  wards  have  been  active  throughout  the  year  and 
have  generally  been  crowded. 

Surgical  Service  ‘"B”  finds  itself  still  handicapped  by  lack  of 
beds  for  the  care  of  surgical  patients. 

The  students  from  the  Graduate  School  of  Medicine  of  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania  have  received  clinical  and  practical 
instruction  in  the  laboratory,  wards,  and  operating  room  during 
nine  months  of  the  year.  Nine  hours  a week  of  personal  instruc- 
tion have  been  given  by  Drs.  Bauer,  Mitchell,  Brown  and  Lee. 

Through  the  generosity  of  iVIr.  Charles  Evans  it  has  been 
possible  to  establish  a special  clinic  in  the  Out-Patient  Department 
for  the  study  of  the  treatment  of  varicose  veins.  Dr.  Lee  and 
Dr.  Hergesheimer  are  collaborating  with  Dr.  Stroud  in  his  re- 
search in  cardiovascular  diseases. 

The  new  operating  rooms  have  supplied  a long-felt  want 
and  have  greatly  increased  the  facilities  of  the  department.

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Report  of  the  Out-Patiext  Clinics 


To  the  Superintendent : 

Lord  Dawson  of  Penn  in  a recent  article  writes  “During  the 
same  period  (the  Elizabethan)  doctors  were  concerned  for  the 
most  part  with  people  so  entirely  sick  that  they  were  detached  for 
the  time  being  from  the  stream  of  life  and  in  looking  after  this 
cloistered  class  the  doctors  themselves  were  apt  to  become  cloistered 
in  thought.  . . . Then  came  ....  the  wider  appreciation  of  the 
importance  of  preventive  medicine  and  the  increased  study  of  ill 
health  in  its  early  beginnings  which  in  turn  directed  attention  to 
the  day  by  day  life  of  people  and  the  conditions  that  surround 
them.  . . . Just  as  the  doctor  in  treating  the  individual  cannot 
neglect  his  social  background  so  the  statesman  in  treating  the  social 
problem  cannot  neglect  the  individual.  . . . The  world  has  moved 
ahead  so  fast  as  regards  material  civilization  that  man  has  almost 
for  the  moment  got  behind  in  his  power  of  adaptation.  This  is 
certainly  true  of  disease.  Whereas  we  have  got  rid  to  a large 
extent  of  the  diseases  that  come  to  us  from  without,  in  the  shape 
of  microbic  infection,  we  are  now  replacing  them  by  illnesses 
which  are — in  part  at  any  rate — the  result  of  man’s  constant 
struggle  to  adapt  himself  to  the  rapid  advance  of  material  civili- 
zation.” 

The  above  quotation  aptly  describes  three  types  of  individual 
for  whom  the  out-patient  department  of  any  hospital  should  be 
most  useful.  The  outstanding  example  of  the  dispensation  of 
health  knowledge  is  the  “well  baby”  clinic.  It  functions  in  urban 
and  rural  districts  all  over  this  country  with  satisfaction  to  mothers 
and  doctors.  The  success  of  these  clinics  for  babies  surely  indi- 
cates that  sooner  or  later  well  clinics  for  adults  will  be  widely 
attended  and  where  may  they  be  more  appropriately  centered  than 
in  the  out-patient  departments  of  hospitals?  Medical  advice  given 
for  the  babies  covers  food,  clothing,  bathing,  fresh  air  and  sun- 
shine, rest  and  play.  It  is  similar  environmental  factors  which  are 
of  importance  to  the  well  being  of  adults. 

The  importance  of  the  early  and  cleanly  care  of  minor  in- 
juries is  now  generally  recognized.  Such  cases  constitute  the  bulk

of  attendance  in  surgical  clinics  and  the  treatment  there  is  for 
the  purpose  of  forestalling  serious  complications.  In  other  clinics 
the  patient  who  has  the  beginnings  of  serious  organic  disease  is 
found  only  upon  painstaking  examination,  often  a time-consuming 
task.  Completion  of  this  examination  furnishes  the  doctor  not 
only  a diagnosis,  but  usually  a fair  idea  of  the  actual  functional 
capacity  and  even  an  indication  of  the  future  which  is  fully  under- 
stood when  the  habit  of  life  of  the  individual  is  known.  In  order 
that  this  patient  be  properly  advised  it  becomes  necessary  to  know 
what  work  he  does,  where  he  lives,  and  often  what  and  even  where 
he  eats.  In  order  that  his  economic  life  be  prolonged  it  may  be 
advisable  to  change  the  occupation,  or  the  living  or  eating  habits, 
or  bring  him  to  the  realization  of  looking  forward  to  several  years 
of  medication  and  medical  oversight. 

The  third  type  of  individual  for  whom  the  out-patient  depart- 
ment is  so  useful — the  person  who  finds  the  stress  of  everyday 
life  too  much  for  him — presents  the  greatest  problem  and  further- 
more he  appears  to  become  more  numerous  amongst  our  popula- 
tion. These  people  come  to  us  with  some  behavior  or  emotional 
difficulty  or,  more  commonly,  they  complain  that  there  is  some 
disturabnce  of  one  of  the  body  functions,  usually  the  heart  or 
digestive  tract.  Nothing  abnormal  is  found  upon  careful  exami- 
nation ; a survey  of  the  environment,  including  work,  family  re- 
sponsibilities and  personal  relationships,  usually  points  to  the  reason 
for  distress.  Sometimes  the  cause  may  be  removed  or  mitigated, 
even  a sympathetic  explanation  of  the  potent  factors  is  helpful, 
but  only  too  often  the  best  we  may  do  is  to  attempt  to  put  the 
individual  into  the  best  possible  physical  condition  to  carry  his  load. 
Often  we  may  learn  much  of  these  conditions  in  the  clinic,  but 
sometimes  the  most  useful  picture  of  the  social  background  is 
furnished  by  observation  of  the  individual  in  his  home  setting. 

Another  illustration  of  the  present  wide  interest  in  the  ambu- 
latory patient  is  the  number  of  visitors  we  have  had  in  the  out- 
patient department  during  the  past  several  j^ears.  Most  of  them 
come  from  nearby  cities,  some  from  States  as  far  away  as  Okla- 
homa, South  Carolina  and  Missouri,  and  even  from  other  coun- 
tries such  as  Japan  and  Sweden.  A few  of  the  visitors  are  inter- 
ested in  the  purely  medical  work  of  one  or  another  clinic,  but  most 
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of  them  are  investigating  the  management  of  patients  in  order  that 
they  may  take  the  best  of  what  they  see  for  application  to  their 
own  hospitals. 

The  inquiries  made  by  visitors  cover  mainly,  the  personnel 
engaged  in,  and  the  manner  of  registration ; the  economic  classifi- 
cation of  individuals  admitted;  the  manner  of  keeping  medical 
records ; and  the  appointment  system.  All  of  these  points  have 
been  explained  in  previous  reports,  but  in  view  of  the  interest 
shown,  it  is  well  to  briefly  review  them. 

The  registrars  do  not  belong  to  the  social  service  department 
of  the  hospital.  The  group,  however,  is  headed  by  a medically 
trained  social  worker  and  certain  applicants  are  routinely  referred 
to  social  service.  The  duties  of  the  three  registrars  are  to  collect 
from  every  new  patient  accurate  identification  data ; to  clear  each 
applicant  in  the  patient  index  file  to  make  sure  that  there  is  not 
a previous  admission  and  medical  record ; to  determine  facts  which 
will  disclose  the  family  income  and  responsibilities ; and  to  gather 
information  which  will  lead  to  medical  distribution,  i.  e.,  to  what 
clinic  the  patient  shall  be  sent.  It  is  necessary  also  to  see  fre- 
quently certain  former  patients  in  order  to  financially  re-rate  them 
or  make  certain  adjustments  regarding  free  admission  or  medicines. 
The  registration  desk  must  be  covered  daily  except  Sunday  from 
8.30  A.  M.  to  6 or  8 P.  M.  Sometimes  only  one  registrar  is 
necessary,  but  at  other  times  all  three  are  on  duty  and  they  may 
find  it  necessary  to  ask  for  help  in  order  that  the  patients  will  not 
be  delayed.  The  actual  inquiry  takes  ten  to  fifteen  minutes  and  it 
is  unusual  to  find  the  benches  for  waiting  patients  crowded. 

Most  of  the  individuals  served  by  the  hospital  are  of  the 
lowest  economic  classes  and,  particularly  in  this  year  of  financial 
stress,  they  are  unlikely  to  have  any  steady  occupation.  Over  forty 
per  cent  were  found  to  be  unable  to  pay  anything  for  their  medical 
care  or  medicines  and  a goodly  proportion  of  these  had  to  be 
helped  by  the  hospital  or  by  funds  furnished  by  the  social  service 
department  for  rent,  food,  special  medicines,  and  apparatus.  It  is 
exceptional  to  have  patients  applying  to  the  pay  clinics  who  are 
believed  able  to  pay  for  private  care,  however,  when  this  occurs 
they  are  refused  admission.  We  believe  such  people  have  no  right 
to  facilities  intended  for  patients  who  cannot  afford  private  fees. 
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All  medical  and  social  information  upon  any  patient  is  in- 
cluded in  a single  folder  and  is  therefore  available  to  every  physi- 
cian who  may  see  the  patient.  When  patients  are  admitted  to  the 
wards  the  out-patient  record  is  forwarded  for  ward  use  and  upon 
their  discharge  the  ward  record  is  included  in  the  out-patient 
folder  for  as  long  as  the  patient  is  in  active  attendance.  Records 
are  centrally  filed  and  are  obtained  in  tbe  various  clinics  upon 
requisition  to  the  out-patient  record  room.  About  500  separate 
records  are  handled  each  working  day  and  in  addition  the  record 
clerks  are  responsible  for  entering  or  pasting  upon  a distinctive 
laboratory  sheet  the  results  of  all  laboratory  examinations.  A pa- 
tient once  admitted  is  thereafter  considered  as  an  old  patient  and 
all  medical  notes  are  added  to  the  primary  record.  The  patient 
index  file,  now  containing  about  55,000  names,  is  the  source  of 
reference  to  the  medical  record  of  any  individual.  During  the 
past  year  we  have  effected  the  grouping  in  the  files  of  the  medical 
records  of  various  members  of  a family.  It  is  rather  surprising 
to  learn  how  many  families  look  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  for 
their  medical  care.  This  procedure  makes  the  family  story  of 
sickness  available  to  any  physician  who  may  he  interested  and  also 
it  enables  us  frequently  to  make  use  of  a single  report  upon  the 
social  background  for  all  members  of  the  family.  The  medical- 
social  service  reports  are  filed  in  one  of  the  family  records  and 
notes  made  in  the  other  records  of  where  they  may  be  found. 

An  appointment  system  is  simply  the  outgrowth  of  the  policy 
of  limiting  the  admissions  to  the  number  of  patients  that  may 
properly  be  cared  for.  Limitation  of  admissions  to  tbe  wards  of 
any  hospital  is  customary  and  basically  it  depends  not  upon  the 
empty  beds  available,  but  upon  the  number  of  doctors  and  nurses 
organized  to  care  for  a limited  number  of  patients.  The  same 
rule  should  hold  for  any  out-patient  department.  If  too  many 
patients  be  admitted,  to  some  clinics  particularly,  the  result  is  that 
none  of  them  receive  proper  care.  With  such  a policy  it  becomes 
necessary  to  make  sure  that  old  patients  have  time  reserved  for 
them.  New  patients  also  are  given  appointments  for  the  first 
available  vacancy  always  excepting  tbe  person  who  is  acutely  or 
seriously  ill ; he  is  admitted  at  once  as  an  emergency  case.  The 
high  revisit  rate  quoted  later,  is  evidence  of  satisfaction  with  the 
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medical  care  offered  under  this  policy.  Service  to  patients  of  the 
ambulatory  class,  especially  in  such  clinics  as  iXIedical  and  Neuro- 
psychiatry, is  time-consuming,  and,  if  hurried  and  superficial,  fails 
entirely  in  its  object  of  avoidance  of  bed-fast  disability. 

During  1930  there  were  undertaken  two  projects  in  clinical 
research  made  possible  by  funds  donated  by  the  Women’s  Auxiliary 
Committee  of  the  Hospital.  The  work  is  not  yet  completed  in 
either  problem.  We  hope  to  continue  and  ultimately  report  upon 
them. 

During  the  past  year  the  Out-Patient  Department  cared  for 
in  the  free  and  pay  clinics,  19,696  individuals,  of  whom  15,092 
were  entirely  new.  The  individuals  paid  us  a total  of  116,395 
visits,  an  average  of  5.9  for  each  person.  The  daily  attendance 
averaged  381,  an  increase  over  last  year  of  26.  These  figures  do 
not  include  those  of  visits  to  the  Emergency  Department  of  the 
hospital. 

The  cost  of  the  work  amounted  to  $1.01  each  visit  of  which 
26  cents  is  charged  for  general  hospital  expenses.  The  remainder, 
75  cents  for  each  visit,  represents  the  budget  of  the  Out-Patient 
Department,  a total  of  $87,004.18.  A detailed  cost  sheet,  show- 
ing the  source  and  figures  of  the  Hospital  overhead  charge,  the 
general  Out-Patient  Department  expenses,  and  the  estimated  costs 
of  the  various  clinics,  has  been  prepared  and  is  available  upon 
request  to  the  office  of  the  Superintendent.  The  income  of  the 
department  amounted  to  $60,853.38,  an  average  of  51.4  cents  for 
each  visit,  including  the  amounts  credited  from  operation  of  the 
Compensation  and  Pay  Clinics.  We  believe  that  the  general 
economic  situation  of  this  year  largely  accounts  for  the  increased 
attendance  and  also  for  the  slightly  lowered  income. 

The  Pay  Clinic  continued  its  work  with  practically  the  same 
attendance  as  that  of  last  year,  though  the  number  of  patients  sent 
for  consultation  appears  to  be  increasing. 

The  Women’s  Auxiliary  Committee  has  given  our  work  its 
usual  kindly  consideration  and,  in  this  year  of  acute  distress,  most 
acceptable  financial  help  for  many  of  our  patients.  The  Junior 
League,  as  in  former  years,  has  furnished  us  a number  of  faithful 
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volunteer  aides  whose  freshness  of  outlook  upon  the  problems  of 
the  people  we  care  for  assists  greatly  in  individualizing  the  help 
to  the  patients.  The  doctors  and  personnel  of  the  admissions  de- 
partment and  clinics  have  co-operated  fully  in  the  work  as  it  has 
been  organized. 

Nearly  fort}'  years  of  service  for  one  institution  is  a record 
of  which  any  one  may  well  be  proud,  particularly  when  it  has  been 
as  unselfish  and  as  forward  looking  as  that  of  Mr.  Daniel  D. 
Test,  who  has  just  recently  retired  from  the  Superintendency  of 
the  Hospital.  We  feel  that  he  has  most  ably  advised  in  the  man- 
agement of  this  department,  keeping  always  in  view  the  factor  that 
most  requires  consideration — the  patient.  To  his  successor,  Mr. 
John  N.  Hatfield,  we  wish  a career  in  this  hospital  of  similar 
usefulness.

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Report  of  the  Training  School  for  Nurses 


To  the  Superintendent : 

The  Staff  of  the  School  of  Nursing  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hos- 
pital includes  the  Superintendent  of  Nurses,  one  assistant,  and 
fourteen  ward  supervisors.  In  the  Maternity  Department  there 
is  one  supervisor  in  charge  and  an  assistant,  who  is  also  instructress, 
and  twelve  floor  supervisors.  There  are  four  graduate  nurses  in 
the  Out-Patient  Department  and  two  in  the  X-Ray  Department. 
The  graduate  nurse  in  charge  of  Heliotherapy  has  been  relieved. 

During  the  year  the  following  changes  were  effected.  Two 
nurses.  Miss  Julia  Dodge  and  Miss  Florence  Pittman,  left  the 
Maternity  Department  to  be  married.  Miss  Ellen  Stockwell  re- 
signed from  the  IVIaternity  Department  to  take  up  private  duty 
nursing,  and  Miss  Helen  Thomson  resigned.  Miss  Eleanor 
Fisher  and  Miss  Elizabeth  Shober  were  appointed  to  the  Mater- 
nity Department  and  Miss  Therma  Rhodes  and  Miss  Catherine 
Scanlon  were  appointed  to  positions  in  this  department.  Miss 
Cicely  Edmonds  resigned  from  this  department  to  be  married. 

In  December,  1930,  the  School  of  Nursing  was  composed  of 
122  students,  divided  as  follows: 

40  Seniors  32  Probationers 

38  Intermediates  22  Affiliates 

12  Juniors  40  Attendants  (1  year  students. 

Maternity  Dept.) 

The  affiliating  students  came  from  the  following  institutions: — 
one  from  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  West  Philadelphia  Department, 
affiliating  for  one  year;  six  from  Woman’s  Hospital,  affiliating  for 
three  months;  seven  from  Grandview  Hospital,  Sellersville,  Pa., 
affiliating  for  nine  months;  and  six  from  St.  Christopher’s  Hospi- 
tal, affiliating  for  eleven  months.  There  are  also  two  nurses  from 
the  Orthopaedic  Hospital  in  Philadelphia,  affiliating  for  three 
months  in  the  Maternity  Department. 

The  students,  affiliates,  and  attendants  are  divided  as  follows : 
twenty-seven  in  the  IMaternity  Department,  an  increase  of  ten  over 
last  year;  seven  in  the  Children’s  Hospital,  an  increase  of  two  over 
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last  year ; sevent3’-nine  in  this  department  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Hospital;  thirty-two  probationers,  not  on  full  duty;  and  forty 
attendants  in  the  iMaternity  Department. 

Fifteen  students  were  admitted  iXIarch  8,  1930,  of  which 
number  thirteen  were  taken  into  the  school  and  two  relieved  for 
inefficiency  during  the  probationary  period.  Thirty-five  students 
were  admitted  September  8,  1930,  three  of  whom  dropped  out 
for  various  reasons  and  thirty-two  remained  in  the  school.  There 
remains  a combined  class  for  1933  of  forty-five  students. 

Time  lost  through  illness  was  as  follows:

One  student  nurse,  Irene  Kellow,  while  at  the  Children’s 


Hospital,  contracted  diphtheria  in  a mild  form  and  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  Municipal  Hospital  for  treatment.  Five  nurses  were 
operated  upon  by  Dr.  Packard  for  removal  of  tonsils,  four  nurses 
were  operated  upon  by  Dr.  Lee  and  Dr.  Klopp  for  appendicitis, 
and  one  nurse  was  treated  for  incipient  tuberculosis.  The  total 
days’  illness  of  the  students  was  largely  accounted  for  by  the  oper- 
ative conditions,  the  other  illnesses  being  minor  and  necessitating 
but  a few  days  oft  duty  for  each  nurse. 

Because  of  the  illness  of  Dr.  T.  iMcKean  Downs  the  theo- 
retical course  was  changed  but  little.  This  past  fall  Dr.  Frederick 
R.  Robbins  delivered  the  surgical  lectures  in  Dr.  Downs’  absence, 
his  services  being  most  satisfactory  and  greatly  appreciated. 

J'he  graduation  exercises  were  held  in  the  Clinical  Amphi- 
theatre on  Thursday  evening.  May  8,  1930,  Mr.  Arthur  V.  Mor- 
ton, President  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  presiding.  A most  in- 
spirational address  w^as  given  by  Dr.  Samuel  Bradbury,  Director, 
Out-Patient  Department,  Pennsylvania  Hospital.  Air.  Morton 
presented  the  diplomas,  making  a short  address  on  the  privileges 
and  responsibilities  which  such  a diploma  carries.  Air.  Daniel  D. 
Test,  Superintendent,  congratulated  each  member  of  the  gradu- 
ating class,  presenting  the  hospital  pin  to  each  graduate  with  a 
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brief  word  of  encouragement  and  advice.  He  mentioned  particu- 
larh’  the  ideals  of  the  hospital  typified  by  the  pin.  The  follow- 
ing students  comprised  the  graduating  class  of  1930:

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Report  of  the  Ayer  Clinical  Laboratory 


To  the  Superintendent : 

In  the  year  ending  November  30,  1930,  the  Ayer  Clinical 
Laboratory  has  had  a progressive  upward  trend  in  the  amount  of 
work  performed.  This  has  been  greatest  in  the  Department  of 
Pathology  and  Chemistry.  The  opening  of  the  Maternity  De- 
partment last  year  has  been  largely  responsible  for  the  increase 
in  the  former  department,  while  in  the  latter,  increased  demands 
for  chemical  studies  in  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  the  patient 
have  occurred  throughout  all  clinical  services.  Another  laboratory 
Muth  a technician  in  charge  has  been  added  to  the  domain  of  the 
Ayer  Laboratory  with  the  completion  of  the  new  laboratory  on 
the  ninth  floor  of  the  Lying-In  Hospital,  equipped  to  perform  the 
routine  clinical  pathology  for  this  building.  About  fifteen  per 
cent  of  the  total  work  of  the  Ayer  Laboratory,  however,  still 
represents  routine  work  for  the  Alaternity  Department,  wTich 
cannot  be  performed  in  this  new  clinical  laboratory. 

With  the  resignation  of  Aliss  A'lartha  K.  Vickery,  after  nine 
years  of  service  as  a capable  and  efficient  secretary  to  the  labora- 
tory, a vacancy  was  created  which  has  been  ably  filled  by  Miss 
Mary  E.  Smyth,  who  had  several  years’  experience  along  similar 
lines  before  entering  our  organization.  It  is  mainly  through  her 
assistance  that  we  have  been  able  to  start  a new  filing  system 
for  the  records  in  pathology.  With  the  beginning  of  the  new 
fiscal  year,  a card  index  of  departmental  laboratory  supplies  and 
costs  will  be  introduced. 

Reports  for  each  department  of  the  laboratory  follow : 

Department  of  Pathology 

General  Pathology:  The  work  of  this  department  has  far 
exceeded  that  of  former  years.  With  a total  of  271  necropsies, 
78  of  which  were  performed  on  deaths  and  stillbirths  from  the 
Maternity  Department,  the  percentage  of  deaths  of  private  and 
ward  patients  from  the  Department  of  the  Sick  and  Injured  com- 
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ing  to  post-morten  examination  has  increased  over  last  year  to  51  ; 
that  for  the  Maternity  Department  was  47.  It  is  regretted  that 
this  department  has  been  limited  in  the  study  of  these  cases  hy  lack 
of  assistance. 

Surgical  Pathology:  A total  of  1087  specimens  was  examined 
in  the  past  year.  An  increase  here,  too,  has  been  mainly  due  to 
the  routine  examination  of  surgical  specimens  from  the  Maternity 
Department  which  was  started  during  the  last  fiscal  period.  So 
far,  no  effort  has  been  made  to  examine  and  section  placentas 
routinely,  a procedure  that  has  been  carried  on  in  some  obstetrical 
departments  for  a period  of  years  with  considerable  profit.  Its 
value  in  the  study  of  prematurity  and  stillbirths  may  be  greater 
than  the  anatomical  study  of  the  stillborn  infant. 

With  the  careful  pursuit  of  patients  after  they  have  been 
discharged  from  the  Hospital  in  order  to  ascertain  the  outcome  of 
disease  and  treatment,  the  accumulated  studies  in  surgical  path- 
ology would  become  increasingly  valuable,  not  only  to  the  path- 
ologist, but  to  the  clinician  and  hospital.  The  extension  of  a 
“follow-up”  clinic  would  therefore  meet  with  the  full  approval 
and  co-operation  of  this  department. 

The  Department  of  Pathology  has  contributed,  throughout 
the  past  year,  in  medical  education  by  means  of  classes  and  clinico- 
pathologic  conferences,  conducted  for  students  of  both  the  under- 
graduate and  postgraduate  departments  of  medicine  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania. 

Fewer  photographic  illustrations  have  been  made  than  here- 
tofore because  of  lack  of  assistance. 

For  the  greater  part  of  the  work  of  this  department,  the  Di- 
rector is  indebted  to  the  Resident  Pathologists,  Dr.  Irving  J. 
Wolman  and  his  successor.  Dr.  George  J.  Righter,  and  the  tech- 
nician, Miss  Dorothy  J.  Loeb;  for  the  neuropathologic  studies 
through  the  courtesy  of  Dr.  Clifford  B.  Farr  to  Dr.  Bernard  J. 
Alpers. 
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Department  of  Bacteriology 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  alterations  have  been  made  in 
the  room  occupied  by  this  department  to  permit  further  investiga- 
tive studies. 

In  the  winter  and  spring  of  the  year  preliminary  studies  on 
the  presence  of  pneumococcus  variants  in  fatal  lobar  pneumonia 
were  made  and  reported  by  the  bacteriologist  and  director  before 
the  Interurban  Clinical  Club  in  April.  These  studies  will  be  con- 
tinued the  coming  year.  In  the  previous  report  allusion  concerning 
comparative  studies  on  the  isolation  of  tubercle  bacilli  from  sus- 
pected material,  was  made.  These  studies  will  be  continued  until 
a satisfactory  method  is  adopted  for  our  use. 

The  bacteriologist.  Miss  Margaret  IMcClintock,  spent  two 
weeks  in  Baltimore  last  summer  in  the  pursuit  of  methods  for  iso- 
lating and  studying  anaerobic  micro-organisms  and  this  technique 
is  gradually  being  utilized  in  our  department.  Although  we  are 
greatly  handicapped  by  space  and  lack  of  technical  assistance,  par- 
ticularly for  investigation,  the  identification  of  several  unusual 
micro-organisms  encountered  in  patients  on  the  wards,  is  in 
progress. 

The  routine  work  of  internes  on  the  service  has  been  super- 
vised by  the  director. 

Although  a fair  comparison  of  the  routine  work  with  previous 
fiscal  periods  cannot  be  made,  since  the  examination  of  some  of  the 
material  formerly  done  by  this  department  for  obstetrical  patients 
has  been  transferred  to  the  maternity  laboratory,  a greater  relative 
increase  has  been  noted,  as  well  as  an  actual  increase  to  an  esti- 
mated total  of  5460  examinations. 

Department  of  Serology 

Since  the  introduction  of  the  Kahn  test  in  1927,  comparative 
studies  have  been  made  with  the  Wassermann  test,  with  a view  of 
ascertaining  the  degree  of  agreement.  Where  discrepancies  exist, 
it  has  been  found  by  the  serologist,  Mrs.  Lydia  P.  Johnson,  who 
has  reviewed  the  records  of  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  Hos- 
pital since  these  two  tests  have  been  performed,  that  the  occur- 
rence is  chiefly  in  cases  that  have  been  under  antiluetic  therapy. 
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In  about  90-95  per  cent  the  agreement  of  these  two  tests  is  close, 
however,  as  yet  we  do  not  wish  to  abandon  either  of  these  tests, 
which  together  furnish  additional  data  to  the  clinician  in  the  diag 
nosis  of  syphilis. 

In  an  effort  to  reveal  the  extent  of  the  work  of  this  depart- 
ment quantitatively,  we  have  abandoned  previous  methods  of  tabu- 
lation and  include  in  this  report  the  actual  number  of  examinations 
made  (Wassermann,  Kahn,  colloidal  gold  and  other  serological 
tests).  The  total,  therefore,  of  28,277  examinations,  of  which 
about  48  per  cent  represents  Wassermann  tests,  indicates  an  in- 
crease over  the  last  fiscal  period. 

Department  of  Chemistry 

Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  F.  William  Sunderman,  this  de- 
partment, the  reorganization  of  which  was  begun  last  year,  has 
made  remarkable  increases  in  routine  work.  For  the  sake  of  indi- 
cating what  advances  routine  chemical  studies  have  made  in  the 
Ayer  Laboratory  in  the  past  decade,  it  is  noteworthy  that  in  1920 
this  branch,  then  hardly  worthy  of  the  name  department,  made 
180  examinations.  In  1925  it  had  grown  to  a department  per- 
forming 3,452  analyses,  and  now,  after  five  more  years,  these 
figures  are  tripled,  so  that  the  total  for  1930  was  10,255  analyses. 

In  co-operation  with  the  Department  of  Research  IMedicine 
of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  this  department  has  endeavored 
to  include  research  as  an  important  factor.  Conjunctly,  studies 
upon  the  metabolism  and  distribution  of  the  salts  of  the  body ; 
studies  upon  the  various  cation  and  protein  components  of  the 
blood  serum  in  patients  wfith  lobar  pneumonia ; an  assembly  for 
measuring  the  conductivity  of  biological  fluids;  and,  observations 
on  the  measurement  of  chlorides  in  body  fluids,  have  been  made. 

A few  changes  in  personnel  to  the  staff  of  this  department 
have  occurred.  Aliss  Priscilla  Williams  has  capably  filled  the 
vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Samuel  IMorris,  who 
returned  to  Scotland  to  accept  a position  in  the  University  of 
Glasgow.  Air.  A.  Eric  Parkinson,  a recent  graduate  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania,  has  been  obtained  to  perform  the  routine 
analytical  work  of  the  department.  Alainly  under  the  guidance 
of  Dr.  David  L.  Farley,  Miss  IMolly  Goodell,  a graduate  of  the 
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University  of  Michigan,  is  engaged  in  studies  on  ferments  in 
blood  serum.  Miss  Jane  Yates,  of  the  diabetic  clinic,  has  been 
assisting  in  some  of  the  special  analyses  on  the  blood  of  diabetic 
patients,  and  part  time  secretarial  work  has  been  performed  by 
IMiss  Helen  Clapp. 

Department  of  Clinical  Pathology 

This  department  is  represented  by  a series  of  laboratories,  one 
of  which  is  in  the  surgical  and  one  in  the  medical  wing  of  the 
Hospital.  They  are  devoted  to  the  use  of  internes  for  blood 
counts.  Several  improvements  in  the  basement  laboratory,  also 
used  by  the  internes,  make  these  laboratories  a valuable  adjunct 
in  the  study  of  patients.  There  is  no  record  of  the  work  per- 
formed here,  although  it  is  estimated  that  several  thousand  exami- 
nations are  made  annually.  The  addition  of  the  laboratory  to  the 
Maternity  Department  within  the  past  year  has  now  resulted  in 
tw'O  well-developed  branches  of  this  department,  each  with  a 
technician  in  charge. 

Laboratory  to  the  Out-Patient  Department:  With  Miss 

Marion  E.  Watson  in  charge,  the  number  of  examinations  (8,088) 
probably  represents  little  relative  increase  over  the  previous  fiscal 
period. 

Laboratory  to  the  IVIaternity  Department:  Since  the  opening 
of  the  laboratory  last  March  with  Mrs.  Edith  Scarlett  in  charge, 
later  Mrs.  Lou  Ann  Long,  5,553  examinations  have  been  made. 
While  most  of  these  represent  minor  requests,  there  is  already  an 
indication  of  the  future  demands  upon  the  laboratory  and  its 
value  in  obstetrics  and  gynecology. 

Publications 

In  June,  1930,  the  twelfth  number  of  the  Bulletin  of  the 
Ayer  Clinical  Laboratory  appeared.  This  completes  Volume  H. 
By  arrangement  with  the  Surgeon  General’s  office,  original  articles 
will  henceforth  he  listed  in  the  Quarterly  Cumulative  Index 
IMedicus.

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Report  of  the  Radiological  Department 


To  the  Superintendent : 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  personnel  during  this  year. 

There  has  been  only  one  noteworthy  addition  to  our  equip- 
ment. Just  at  the  close  of  the  year,  Mr.  C.  Walter  Borton  made 
a gift  of  five  hundred  dollars  to  the  X-Ray  Department  in  memory 
of  Mrs.  Borton.  This  sum  has  been  allotted  to  the  purchase  of 
a timing  device,  permitting  exposures  as  short  as  1/120  second. 
There  is  a prospect  that,  especially  in  the  examination  of  infants, 
even  this  extremely  short  exposure  will  be  appreciated  almost  at 
once  and  many  other  examinations  can,  with  this  apparatus,  be 
made  in  much  shorter  time  than  was  possible  without  it.  There 
is  an  active  competition  of  ideas  and  the  actual  selection  has  not 
been  made. 

In  our  last  report  we  said,  “It  appears  that  during  this  year 
the  department  has,  in  some  items,  reached  Its  peak.  The  In- 
crease In  patients  for  examination  over  1928  was  only  63.  In- 
crease in  number  of  films  per  patient  even  showed  a very  slight 
decrease,  the  ratio  being  2.8  In  1928  and  a mere  fraction  less  than 
that  In  1929.”  Comparison  of  the  table  below  will  show  that  a 
rather  sturdy  Increase  Is,  again,  taking  place.  Because  of  the 
change  in  the  fiscal  year  the  1929  figures  published  in  the  last 
report  covered  only  eleven  months.  In  order  to  make  a fair 
comparison,  December,  1928,  is,  in  this  report,  counted  as  the 
first  month  in  1929,  to  compare  with  the  1930  figures  which  begin 
wi  th  December,  1929. 

Some  details  of  this  increase  are  very  easy  to  pick  up.  There 
has  been  a very  decided  increase  in  the  use  of  the  gall  bladder 
examination  and  in  the  number  of  infants  and  lying-in  patients 
examined.  Surgery  of  the  chest  has  also  accounted  for  a decided 
increase.  While  actual  figures  are  not  available  without  consider- 
able effort,  it  can  be  said  that  the  increase  in  these  particular  items 
is  almost  100%  over  the  figures  for  1928,  in  which  year  all  these 
studies  were  still  rare.  In  other  words,  all  of  these  represent  new 
lines  of  endeavor,  so  far  as  this  department  is  concerned. 
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For  the  first  time  dental  examinations  are  segregated.  Al- 
though former  figures  are  not  available  there  can  be  no  question 
that  this  examination  is  becoming  distinctly  less  “popular.”  This 
year,  for  the  first  time,  the  report  divides  the  whole  number  of 
patients  into  Ward,  Dispensary  and  Private.

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Report  of  the  Social  Service  Department 


To  the  Superintendent : 

The  Social  Service  Department  respectfully  submits  the  fol- 
lowing report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  November  30,  1930. 

It  is  well  to  stop  at  least  once  every  year  and  review  our 
work.  In  social  service  we  probably  see  less  marked  results  than 
are  realized  in  other  departments,  because  conditions  such  as  one 
comes  in  contact  with  in  a hospital  Social  Service  Department 
are  of  long  standing  and  do  not  respond  to  treatment  as  readily 
as  physical  complaints.  If,  however,  we  have  adjusted  social  con- 
ditions as  far  as  possible,  secured  permanent  homes  for  elderly 
persons  as  often  as  necessary,  supplemented  financial  aid  here  and 
there  during  periods  of  sickness,  and  taught  at  least  some  of  the 
preventative  methods  for  physical  and  social  illness,  we  have  in 
part  accomplished  the  purpose  for  which  we  are  organized. 

The  year  just  ended  has  been  distressing  to  all  social  service 
agencies.  Economic  conditions  have  been  so  involved  that  special 
committees  have  been  formed  all  over  the  country  to  care  for  the 
unemployed,  not  only  those  permanently  unemployed,  but  men 
and  women  who  have  never  before  been  out  of  work.  Sickness 
and  mental  and  physical  depressions  follow  such  a condition  and 
it  has  been  necessary  for  hospital  social  service  to  give  relief  and 
otherwise  bridge  over  financial  difficulties.  Family  after  family 
has  come  to  our  attention  this  past  year  giving  a history  of  long 
illness  pending  and  no  resources  to  meet  such  a contingency.  Re- 
lief agencies  were  unable  to  handle  the  large  number  applying  for 
aid  and,  to  tide  over  the  acute  need,  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital 
Social  Service  provided  milk  and  other  food  necessities,  paid  rent, 
moved  evicted  families,  purchased  clothing  and  household  furni- 
ture, and  through  a separate  fund  provided  coal.  The  Women’s 
Auxiliary  Committee  made  this  work  possible  and  also  provided 
for  medical  relief. 

Two  social  workers  have  continued  their  work  in  the  hos- 
pital wards.  After  a recent  hospital  survey  a suggestion  was 
made  that  credit  and  social  service  departments  should  work  to- 
gether more  closely  inasmuch  as  one  department  often  had  infor- 
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mation  important  to  the  other.  As  a result  of  this  study  all  free 
patients  are  now  referred  to  the  Social  Service  Department  and 
patients  with  chronic  conditions,  having  been  on  the  wards  ninety 
davs,  are  referred  for  an  opinion  as  to  whether  they  should  con- 
tinue on  the  wards  or  outside  arrangements  should  be  made  for 
their  care. 

In  the  Out-Patient  Department,  Social  Service  continues  as 
organized  three  years  ago.  The  actual  nursing  care  of  patients 
is,  of  course,  in  the  hands  of  nurses,  but  all  other  duties  incident 
to  the  functioning  of  clinics  are  managed  by  social  service  workers. 

A better  co-ordination  has  been  effected  between  the  hospital 
wards  and  the  Out-Patient  Department  with  regard  to  follow-up 
treatment.  While  the  present  working  arrangement  is  an  im- 
proved one  over  old  methods,  it  will  not  be  entirely  satisfactory 
until  all  ward  and  out-patients  are  discharged  through  a central 
bureau,  in  which  the  Social  Service  Department  has  a part.  Plans 
are  now  under  way  whereby  this  may  be  accomplished,  at  the  same 
time  a correlation  of  all  the  work  incidental  to  treatment  of 
emergency  cases,  both  in  the  Emergency  and  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ments, may  be  realized. 

The  Neuro-Psychiatric  Clinic  continues  to  give  practical 
field  work  to  nurses  sent  to  us  by  the  Department  for  jXIental 
and  Nervous  Diseases.  A plan  of  working  out  social  diagnoses 
on  all  cases  according  to  the  medical-social  terminology  edited  by 
Gordon  Hamilton  is  being  tried  by  the  social  workers  with  con- 
siderable success. 

Cardiac  Research  has  collected  data  on  fifteen  families  with 
satisfactory  results.  The  work  will  cover  several  years,  if  the 
data  proves  of  sufficient  importance  to  the  physicians. 

The  Health  Clinic,  organized  to  care  for  well  babies  dis- 
charged at  the  end  of  a year  from  the  Maternity  Department 
Well  Baby  Clinic  was  temporarily  suspended  by  the  Chief  of 
Pediatric  Service.  Pending  a closer  liaison  between  the  two  build- 
ings, the  Social  Service  Department  is  doing  no  baby  work  except 
in  the  Pediatric  Clinic. 

The  IMaternity  Department  has  been  most  active  throughout 
the  3^ear.  Social  Service  has  called  on  volunteers  to  assist  in  carry- 
ing on  the  work.  With  the  withdrawal  of  social  service  in  the 
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Baby  Clinic,  the  urgent  needs  have  been  handled  hy  one  social 
worker.  i\Iuch  remains  to  be  done  in  the  Maternity  Department, 
such  as  pre-natal  lectures  on  clothing,  food,  health,  etc. ; practical 
demonstrations  of  home  care  of  the  bahy  before  discharge  and 
proper  follow-up  on  well  habies  after  discharge.  We  hope  that 
the  coming  year  will  see  these  needs  supplied.

There  were  22,639  consultations  and  7,601  home  visits.  The 
clinic  accountability  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  the  Hos- 
pital proper  shows  that  there  were  23,638  new  individuals  in  the 
clinics  and  that  there  were  116,395  visits.  In  the  Alaternity  De- 
partment there  were  1,590  patients  making  7,538  visits. 

Milk  was  supplied  over  a period  of  from  one  to  twelve 
months  to  212  families.  Glasses  were  furnished  to  90  individuals, 
convalescent  care  given  to  245  persons,  transportation  furnished 
to  40  individuals  who  were  from  outside  of  Philadelphia,  special 
food  given  to  27  families,  rent  was  paid  for  4 families,  clothing 
given  to  215  families,  temporary  relief  and  shelter  given  130  indi- 
viduals, and  incidental  services  were  rendered  to  210  families. 

During  the  Hospital  campaign  for  funds  the  Social  Service 
Department  volunteered  as  a team  and  contributed  $5,815.26. 

We  are  greatly  indebted  to  the  Managers  of  the  Hospital, 
to  the  Superintendent,  Mr.  Test,  and  his  assistant,  Mr.  Hatfield. 
Mr.  Hartshorne  visits  us  several  times  a year  and  is  keenly  inter- 
ested in  everything  pertaining  to  social  service,  ^'he  Medical 
Director  of  the  Out-Patient  Department  has  been  unfailing  in  his 
advice  and  help  in  medical-social  problems,  and  the  physicians  on 
the  Staff,  both  House  and  Out-Patient  Department,  have  met  and 
discussed  situations  with  us  on  various  occasions.  The  Women’s 
Auxiliary  Committee  has  rendered  extra  services,  both  personal 
and  financial.  In  addition  to  picnics  and  other  outings,  camp  life 
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was  arranged  for  over  50  children  during  the  summer.  Calls  for 
extra  expenditure  of  money  to  meet  financial  distress  have  been 
met  in  a most  hearty  way.  The  Ediphone,  given  to  assist  in  clini- 
cal Avork,  has  been  used  to  great  advantage  and  a research  worker 
has  been  employed  for  one  year  by  virtue  of  a special  fund  pro- 
vided for  that  work.  The  Committee  purchased  a new  Ford  car 
to  replace  the  old  one.  The  Sub-Committee  of  Airs.  Lee,  Airs. 
Jenks  and  Aliss  Dawson  met  rvith  the  social  workers  each  Wednes- 
day morning  and  contributed  helpful  suggestions,  adjustments  and 
personal  service  to  individual  social  ivorkers.  Aside  from  the 
interest  shown  at  these  meetings,  the  entire  staff  of  the  Social 
Service  feel  they  have  understanding  friends  as  ivell  as  co-workers 
in  this  committee.  The  Sub-Committee  in  the  Alaternity  Depart- 
ment has  helped  in  providing  layettes,  special  binders,  and  other 
clothing  for  babies  and  mothers.  Several  members  of  the  com- 
mittee have  volunteered  their  services  certain  days  each  week  and 
have  been  most  helpful.  Visiting  has  been  done  by  other  members. 
We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  services  of  Alisses  Louise  Sin- 
nickson,  Polly  Pease,  Ann  Butts,  Louise  Butts,  Priscilla  Page, 
Elizabeth  AIcClenahan,  Alice  Heulings,  Sally  Appleton,  Harriet 
White,  Ruth  Borden  and  Virginia  Borden  in  the  general  hospital, 
and  Airs.  Aliller,  Airs.  Boyer  and  Aliss  Sellers  in  the  Alaternity 
Department. 

The  lunch  counter,  inaugurated  a year  ago,  rounded  out  its 
first  year  with  slight  profit  and  many  friends.  It  has  served  its 
purpose  well  and  the  patrons,  both  patients  and  physicians,  return 
time  and  again.  During  this  unemployment  depression  the  Social 
Service  Department  has  been  called  upon  to  provide  food  for  many 
who  Avandered  into  the  Hospital  looking  for  AAork.  The  Super- 
intendent of  Nurses  and  the  Housekeeper  sent  donations  of  money 
to  the  lunch  counter  to  be  distributed  by  the  Social  Service  Depart- 
ment to  help  those  needing  food.  As  far  as  possible,  everyone 
applying  for  food  Avas  fed,  and,  due  to  tbe  liberality  of  the  hos- 
pital friends,  destitute  persons  AA’ere  often  gir^en  neAA’  clothing 
before  being  sent  to  various  places  for  shelter.

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Report  of  the  Women’s  Committee

The  year  1930  completes  an  active  year  of  service  rendered 
by  the  Women’s  Committee  to  the  patients  in  the  hospital.  Over 
two  thousand  English  and  foreign  books  tvere  given  out  during 
the  year.  The  weekly  distribution  of  books  to  the  patients 
throughout  the  wards  is  greatly  appreciated,  and  this  is  largely 
made  possible  by  the  generous  contribution  by  the  Managers  to 
the  Library  Committee. 

IMany  hours  were  spent  going  over  the  library  this  year,  and 
many  new  books  were  added.  Reports  from  the  wards  came  to 
the  Committee  frequently  asking  for  the  reading  of  a chapter  in 
the  Bible,  and  it  is  encouraging  to  note  with  what  interest  the 
patients  listen  to  the  Master’s  helpful  words. 

With  the  Christmas  season  came  the  Managers’  general  do- 
nation, to  which  was  added  a liberal  amount  from  the  Women’s 
Committee.  Suitable  gifts  were  presented  to  all  the  patients  and 
toys  and  books  for  the  children.  In  the  assembly  room  a large 
Christmas  tree  was  decorated  by  the  Committee,  laden  with  beau- 
tiful ornaments  and  lighted  with  many  electric  lights,  which  added 
to  the  Christmas  spirit.  The  entire  day  before  Christmas  was 
devoted  to  the  Christmas  work,  and  each  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee left  the  hospital  on  Christmas  Eve  deeming  it  a privilege 
to  be  able  to  help  these  poor  unfortunates. 

During  the  past  year  the  Committee  sustained  a great  loss  in 
the  death  of  Miss  Julia  Meredith  Dusenbury;  in  her  passing  the 
Committee  has  lost  one  of  its  most  able  members.  Her  faithful 
service  and  devotion  to  her  work  in  the  Hospital,  lasting  over 
thirty  years,  endeared  her  to  all  who  were  privileged  to  know  her.

With  real  regret  we  accepted  the  resignations  of  Mrs.  Min- 
turn  T.  Wright  and  Miss  Mildred  Lee.  We  welcomed  as  a new 
member  Airs.  Richardson  Dilworth.  Alay  I take  this  oppor- 
tunity to  thank  the  members  of  the  Committee  for  their  splendid 
support  and  co-operation  ? 

It  is  a pleasure  to  submit  the  following  reports  of  the  various 
Sub-committees. 

Social  Service 

The  current  emergency  created  by  unemployment  and  gen- 
eral business  depression  has  been  met  by  the  Social  Service  Depart- 
ment in  a thorough  and  sympathetic  manner.  The  Social  Service 
Sub-Committee  has  met  with  the  workers  of  the  different  depart- 
ments on  Wednesday  mornings  to  help  where  and  when  immediate 
need  was  necessary  and  to  assist  in  an  advisory  capacity. 

In  Alay,  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  took  part  in  the  Child 
Health  W eek.  The  following  phases  of  medical  work  were  ex- 
hibited: Dental,  Pediatric,  Pre-natal,  Cardiac,  Neuro-Psychiatric, 
Diabetic  and  Nutrition. 

There  has  been  given  as  a Research  Fund  for  work  in  the 
Cardiac  and  Varicose  Vein  Clinics,  $2,140. 

Sixty-four  children  were  enabled  to  enjoy  camp  life  for  a 
time  and  two  groups  of  handicapped  children  were  entertained. 
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The  usual  Christmas  party  was  omitted  this  year,  all  money 
being  used  for  food  and  clothing  as  follows : 

283  persons  were  given  clothing. 

76  pairs  of  shoes. 

38  blankets. 

220  families  were  supplied  with  Christmas  baskets. 

160  children  received  toys. 

Maternity  Department 

Meetings  were  held  the  first  Monday  of  the  month  in  the 
Woman’s  Building. 

Due  to  the  tremendous  growth  of  the  hospital  and  to  the 
unemployment  situation,  the  Social  Service  Department  has  had 
many  maternity  cases  in  distress.  The  most  needy  have  been 
helped  by  this  Committee. 

A sinking  fund  of  $200  was  created  and  used  to  purchase 
materials  for  layettes,  which  were  sold  to  the  patients. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  express  sincere  appreciation  to  the 
Homework  Committee  of  the  Junior  League,  the  Committee  of 
Supplies  of  the  Emergency  Aid,  and  all  those  who  helped  to  make 
the  layettes. 


Occupational  Therapy 

"JTe  Occupational  Therapy  Department  was  closed  in 
August,  much  to  our  regret.  We  trust  that  this  important  de- 
partment may  soon  be  reopened.

To  the  ^Managers  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital: 

The  1930  Patienls 

During  the  first  four  months  of  this  tear  the  very  important 
transfer  of  men  patients  from  49th  to  44th  Street  was  made.  As 
the  men  were  moved  into  the  Xorth  wing  at  44th  Street  and  the 
former  nurses’  home,  it  was  found  that  in  general  their  accom- 
modations were  improved.  Their  greatest  loss  was  the  gymnasium 
at  49th  Street,  but  in  return  they  gained  a much  larger  out-of- 
door  space  at  44th  Street  which  included  a golf  course. 

The  class  of  girls  at  44th  Street  was  transferred  to  the  new 
Franklin  School  in  connection  with  the  Institute  where  arrange- 
ments were  made  to  care  for  girls  and  boys  together  under  tlie 
care  of  a house  mother  and  in  more  homelike  conditions. 

Because  of  these  changes  and  possibly  because  of  the  pre- 
vailing financial  depression  there  was  recorded  the  smallest  num- 
ber of  admissions  since  1921.  Of  272  admissions  the  usual  per- 
centage of  60%  was  voluntary.  There  were  discharged  318  pa- 
tients of  whom  45  were  fulh’  recovered  and  92  were  considered 
well  enough  to  maintain  themselves  in  the  community.  In  addi- 
tion 63  patients  trere  discharged  in  better  condition  than  when 
they  were  admitted. 

At  the  Out-Patient  Xeuro-Psychiatric  Clinic  there  were  777 
new  patients  and  at  the  Pay  and  Consultation  Clinics  104  new 
patients.  A detailed  report  is  to  be  found  later. 

The  Nurses’  Training  School 

^Vith  much  reluctance  it  was  agreed  by  all  those  interested 
to  discontinue  the  undergraduate  training  school  for  women  and 
to  devote  our  whole  attention  to  supplying  psychiatric  training  to 
undergraduates  and  graduates  of  other  schools.  The  results  of 
this  policy  were  shown  trhen  31  graduate  nurses  from  other 
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schools  completed  the  four  months’  psychiatric  course  and  15 
students  from  affiliating  general  hospitals  completed  the  three 
months’  course. 

The  School  of  Nursing  for  Men  which  fills  a need  not  met 
by  general  hospitals  was  unaffected  by  this  change  and  still  offers  a 
three  years’  course  with  affiliations  at  the  Jefferson  and  Temple 
University  Hospitals. 

Graduation  exercises  were  held  on  May  16th,  1930,  when  6 
women  and  12  men  received  diplomas. 

Physio-T  herapy 

The  newly  established  school  of  physio-therapy  described  in 
last  year’s  report  gave  certificates  to  two  of  our  own  post-grad- 
uate men  nurses  who  successfully  passed  the  State  Board  exami- 
nation in  Physio-Therapy.  Three  more  of  our  own  men  graduates 
were  enrolled  for  the  present  year. 

Oral  Prophylaxis  and  Treatment 

The  dentist  gave  180  prophylactic  treatments,  made  107  ex- 
tractions and  continued  his  examination  and  history  taking  of 
each  patient  admitted.  Such  examinations  were  frequently  fol- 
lowed by  fillings  and  dentures  and  62  dental  X-ray  pictures  were 
taken. 


Staff  Changes 

Doctors  Lauren  H.  Smith,  Kenneth  E.  Appel,  and  Norvelle 
C.  LaMar  are  now  enrolled  on  the  staff  of  the  Institute,  retaining 
consultant  positions  at  this  department  and  at  the  8th  Street  Out- 
Patient  Clinic.  In  June  Dr.  A.  L.  Paine,  of  Winnipeg,  came  to 
the  hospital  as  Assistant  Physician  and  has  accepted  increasing 
responsibilities  very  acceptably.  In  June  also  Dr.  A.  J.  Leader 
began  a service  as  interne.  During  the  year  Dr.  A.  W.  Hackfield 
completed  a six  months’  service  as  Assistant  Physician. 

At  the  completion  of  the  consolidation  of  the  Men’s  and 
Women’s  Department  at  44th  Street,  Dr.  D.  H.  Fuller  was 
placed  in  charge  of  the  Out-Patient  Clinic  at  8th  Street,  with 
the  plan  that  he  would  attend  this  Clinic  every  afternoon  and 
tie  the  work  of  the  different  physicians  and  social  workers  together. 
This  change  has  already  proved  very  successful. 
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Alterations 


With  the  transfer  of  post-encephalitic  girls  to  the  Franklin 
School  at  49th  Street,  the  rooms  formerly  occupied  hy  them  were 
fitted  up  for  occupational  therapy  for  women.  Some  of  the  labora- 
tory rooms  which  were  vacated  at  the  same  time  have  become  class 
and  demonstration  rooms  for  the  nurses’  training  school. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  each  room  at  44th  Street 
which  was  to  be  occupied  by  a man  patient  was  refitted  and 
painted  and  often  refurnished.  The  result  is  that  at  no  time  in 
many  years  has  the  physical  condition  of  the  Department  been  as 
good  as  it  is  at  the  present. 

Occupational  and  Recreational  Activities 

Because  of  the  changes  mentioned  previously,  Occupational 
Therapy  suffered  severe  handicaps  during  the  early  part  of  the 
year. 

Cash  sales  amounted  to  $884.95.  The  press  turned  out 
253,110  printed  sheets,  used  by  the  hospital.  Instruction  was 
given  to  13  students  from  the  Philadelphia  School  of  Occupa- 
tional Therapy. 

Part  time  recreational  directors  for  men  and  for  women  have 
proved  of  great  value,  and  upon  completion,  a simple  9-hole  golf 
course  became  very  popular  with  the  patients. 

The  music  teacher  has  continued  individual  and  group  work 
in  singing  and  has  taken  active  part  in  arranging  entertainments 
for  the  patients.  Her  work  has  been  very  valuable,  bringing  out 
unsuspected  assets  in  certain  patients,  and  proving  of  definite 
therapeutic  benefit. 

Treatment  and  Research : Diagnosis 

The  staffs  of  the  Department  and  the  Institute  working  to- 
gether on  case  material  of  the  Department  only,  reported  intensive 
studies  of  JManic  Depressive  Psychoses  to  the  Association  for 
Research  in  iMental  and  Nervous  Diseases.  Laboratory  studies  of 
physical  factors  comprised  one-half  of  the  undertaking,  and  a 
statistical  study  of  mental  factors  made  up  the  other  half. 
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The  treatment  of  patients  b\-  prolonged  narcosis  has  secured 
certain  well-maintained  recoveries  in  addition  to  the  temporary 
improvement  noted  in  the  last  report. 

For  the  first  time  we  publish  a list  of  diagnoses  for  the  pur- 
pose of  a rough  comparison  of  our  cases  with  those  of  other  mental 
hospitals.  Because  of  its  position  as  a private  hospital,  of  its 
policy  of  favoring  acute  cases,  the  percentages  of  psychoses  in- 
fluenced by  phr^sical  diseases,  of  psychoneuroses,  of  undiagnosed 
states  (conditions  better  left  without  a name),  of  normal  people 
seeking  relief  from  nervous  symptoms,  are  about  5 times  greater 
than  the  percentages  in  all  the  mental  hospitals  of  the  country.

The  Number  of  Patients 
At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  266  with  34  on  visit. 
Admissions  totalled  272.  One  returned  from  visit,  and  the  whole 
number  under  treatment  was  539. 

Discharges  numbered  318  and  deaths  25.  There  remained 
at  the  end  of  the  year  199  patients  in  the  hospital  and  30  on  visit. 
Detailed  information  will  be  found  in  the  tables  which  follow  the 
out-patient  report.

J'ifty  per  cent  of  the  patients  were  treated  for  less  than  tlie 
cost  of  care;  21  were  free,  and  252  part  pay.  There  were  2,981 
free  and  35,892  part  pay  days. 

The  Admissions 

for  the  year  were  272  and  of  these  164  or  60.2  per  cent,  were 
voluntary.  Of  those  admitted  160  or  58.8  per  cent,  had  residence 
in  Pennsylvania  and  128  or  47  per  cent,  in  Philadelphia. 

Mental  Patients 

constituted  265  or  97.4  per  cent,  of  all  admissions,  and  of  these 
188  or  69.1  per  cent,  were  first  admissions  to  this  hospital. 

Mental  Patients  First  Admitted 
numbered  188  and  ranged  in  age  from  6 years  to  86  years.  Nine 
patients  were  under  1 5 years  of  age  on  admission  and  8 patients 
were  over  70  years.  Duration  before  admission  was  less  than  a 
month  in  only  50  cases,  was  from  one  to  three  months  in  35,  from 
three  to  six  months  in  35,  from  six  to  nine  months  in  20,  from 
nine  months  to  a year  in  8,  and  over  a year  in  39  instances,  w ith 
1 unknown. 

The  Discharges 

of  mental  patients  numbered  308,  of  whom  45  were  recovered  and 
92  in  addition  were  at  the  time  able  to  maintain  themselves  in  the 
community.  In  addition  63  patients  were  discharged  as  improved. 

The  follow-up  system  is  being  continued  and  is  based  on  the 
patient’s  record  for  five  to  ten  years  after  admission. 

Recoi'eries 

Of  the  45  recoveries,  the  average  duration  of  mental  illness 
before  admission  was  5Y3  months,  and  the  average  time  of  treat- 
ment in  the  hospital  was  5j/3  months.  The  total  average  was  10^ 
months.  Duration  of  illness  in  these  patients  ranged  from  13  days 
to  6 tears,  10  months  and  12  days. 

Deaths 

of  mental  patients  numbered  25,  tvith  an  average  age  at  death  of 
57.32  years.  Four  of  these  patients  were  admitted  in  a critical 
condition. 
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The  Daily  Average 

number  of  patients  in  the  hospital  for  the  year  was  211.44.

The  operating  deficit  for  the  year  ended  November  30,  1930, 
was  $104,434.97,  of  which  approximately  $50,000  applies  to  the 
Institute.  Endowment  income  of  $19,480.62  reduced  this  to  a net 
deficit  of  $84,954.35.

From  the  Social  Service  agencies,  from  the  Red  Cross,  and 
from  public  health  and  school  officers  has  come  a new  and  increas- 
ing demand  for  nurses  who  have  neuro-psychiatric,  in  addition  to 
general  training.  The  older  demand  for  such  nurses  as  hospital 
executives  and  in  private  practice  still  continues.  This  means  wide 
opportunities  for  those  qualified.  The  graduate  nurse  with  merely 
general  hospital  experience  is  not  trained  or  equipped  to  meet  this 
special  and  increasing  demand ; neither  the  theory  nor  the  practice 
of  mental  and  nervous  nursing  is  available  in  the  general  hospital 
training  school,  and  both  of  these  are  indispensable  to  meet  the  par- 
ticular demands  in  this  field.  It  is  only  through  actual  contact 
with  mental  and  nervous  patients  that  their  peculiar  needs  can 
be  appreciated  and  the  neuro-psychiatric  viewpoint  can  be  obtained. 

A four  months’  course  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  the  nurs- 
ing of  mental  and  nervous  patients  is  offered  to  all  graduates  of 
general  hospitals  furnishing  proper  credentials. 

Thirty  dollars  a month  and  maintenance  are  given  during  the 
period  of  training.  The  hours  of  duty  are  from  seven  in  the  morn- 
ing until  seven  in  the  evening,  with  two  hours  daily  and  one  day 
weekly  off  duty.  Extra  time  is  given  for  lectures  and  classes.  In 
cases  of  illness  the  student  is  cared  for  gratuitously  at  the  Hospital, 
unless  such  illness  is  prolonged,  but  all  time  lost  in  this  way  or 
any  other  way  must  he  made  up. 

The  grounds  surrounding  the  hospital  offer  ample  space  for 
outdoor  exercises  and  games.  The  swimming  pool  is  open  twice 
a week  under  the  supervision  of  an  instructor.  A hall  for  dancing, 
which  is  provided  with  a piano  and  victrola,  is  open  one  or  two 
evenings  a week  under  the  supervision  of  our  Social  Director. 

A social  hall  is  also  available  for  the  use  of  the  nurses,  where 
they  may  receive  callers  during  the  afternoon  and  evening. 
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Students  are  required  to  wear  the  customary  uniform,  cap, 
and  apron  of  the  training  school  from  which  they  graduated,  black 
shoes  with  rubber  heels. 

When  possible,  the  applicants  should  apply  in  person,  as  they 
can  then  be  given  more  detailed  inform.ation. 

It  is  most  important  that  the  student  should  be  in  good  health. 

When  the  four  months  are  satisfactorily  completed  a certifi- 
cate with  the  seal  of  the  Hospital  is  granted  the  student.

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The  School  of  Nursing  for  Women — 1930 


The  School  of  Nursing  for  Women  connected  with  the  De- 
partment for  Mental  and  Nervous  Diseases  was  organized  in  the 
year  1914.  Its  objective  was  to  prepare  a group  of  nurses  who 
would  meet  all  the  requirements  for  State  Registration  and  who, 
because  of  their  special  preparation  in  and  association  with  psy- 
chiatric work,  would  have  as  one  of  their  primary  interests  the 
development  of  skilled  nursing  care  for  the  mentally  ill.  The 
IManagers  were  desirous  of  having  this  school  equal  in  status  that 
of  the  other  professional  departments  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hos- 
pital and  to  this  end  supplied  the  necessary  financial  backing. 

In  the  sixteen  years  which  have  elapsed  since  its  establish- 
ment, the  objective  of  the  organizers  has  been  to  some  extent 
realized  and  the  majority  of  the  thirty-three  nurses  who  have 
received  the  diploma  for  completion  of  the  course  are  actively 
engaged  in  work  in  the  psychiatric  field ; however,  the  number  of 
desirable  applicants  for  the  course  has  always  been  limited  and 
the  need  for  well-qualified  psychiatric  nurses  now  far  exceeds  our 
resources.  This,  along  with  an  anticipated  reconstruction  of  the 
curriculum  in  Schools  of  Nursing  and  the  hope  that  this  important 
branch  will  be  included  in  the  basic  course,  led  us  to  consider  some 
means  of  meeting  more  completely  the  present-day  situation.  After 
consultation  with  leading  nurse  educators  and  other  interested 
persons,  it  has  been  decided  to  discontinue  the  three-year  course 
and  devote  our  educational  facilities  entirely  to  giving  affiliate  and 
post-graduate  courses. 

Joint  Graduation  Exercises  of  the  IMen’s  and  Women’s 
Schools  were  held  on  IMay  16,  1930.  Six  women  nurses  received 
diplomas.  Eight  students  are  now  in  the  school  and  it  will  be 
continued  until  those  have  completed  the  course,  but  no  new  stu- 
dents have  been  accepted  this  year. 

For  the  three-month  affiliating  course,  three  Virginia  schools 
have  established  affiliations  and  are  sending  students  regularly.  A 
few  other  schools  send  occasional  students.  In  the  past  year  fifteen 
students  completed  the  course. 
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The  number  of  applicants  for  the  four-month  post-graduate 
course  has  increased  far  beyond  our  present  capacity  and  one  of 
our  new  problems  is  how  to  enlarge  our  facilities  for  this  group. 
Thirty-three  graduate  nurses  completed  this  course  during  the 
year. 

d'he  short  courses  given  to  post-graduate  and  affiliating  stu- 
dents necessitate  frequent  repetition  of  lectures  and  classes.  This 
imposes  a heavy  burden  on  members  of  the  medical  staff  and 
others  who  contribute  to  the  curriculum.  I wish  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  express  the  appreciation  and  gratitude  of  those 
responsible  for  planning  the  work  for  their  splendid  co-operation 
and  manifest  interest  in  the  expansion  of  our  activities.

The  School  of  Nursing  for  Men 

is  connected  with  the  Department  for  IMen  at  4401  Market 
Street. 

It  offers  a three  years’  course  of  instruction  in  nursing,  of 
which  eleven  months  are  spent  in  an  affiliated  general  hospital, 
where  the  pupil  acquires  experience  in  medical,  surgical,  operating 
room  and  genito-urinary  nursing. 

The  school  is  registered  by  the  Pennsylvania  State  Board  of 
Examiners  for  Registration  of  Nurses  and  its  graduates  are  eligible 
for  examination  for  registration. 

The  requirements  for  admission  necessitate  applying  in  the 
applicant’s  own  handwriting  to  the  Superintendent  of  iMen  Nurses, 
4401  Market  Street,  West  Philadelphia,  Pa.  A personal  interview 
is  desirable  whenever  possible,  and  may  be  arranged  by  letter  or 
call  between  10  A.  IM.  and  12.30  P.  M. 

Applicants  are  preferred  between  20  and  35  years  of  age. 

A high  school  education  or  its  equivalent  is  desirable.  Stu- 
dents with  college  preparation  find  the  school  profitable. 
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'I'here  is  a probationary  period  of  three  months  to  enable  the 
applicant  to  decide  definitely  whether  he  desires  to  complete  the 
required  course,  and,  furthermore,  to  enable  the  school  to  deter- 
mine whether  he  is  adapted  to  the  work  and  qualified  to  make  a 
success  of  it. 

The  Physician-in-Chief  and  Superintendent  of  Nurses  will  de- 
cide as  to  the  fitness  of  the  applicant  for  the  work  of  nursing,  and 
may  retain  or  dismiss  him  during  the  probationary  period,  or  sever 
bis  connection  with  the  school  at  any  time  for  reasons  which  seem 
to  them  sufficient. 

During  the  course  of  training  in  this  Hospital  the  pupils  re- 
ceive, in  addition  to  their  board,  lodging  and  laundry,  $25  a month 
the  first  four  months,  $30  a month  thereafter,  but  while  in  a gen- 
eral hospital  they  receive  the  allowance  paid  by  that  hospital. 

d'he  education  and  nursing  experience  are  considered  of 
greater  value  than  the  money  allowance. 

Graduates  who  are  trained  in  the  service  of  the  Hospital  re- 
ceive higher  compensation,  according  to  the  positions  filled. 

Pupils  average  sixty  hours  a week  in  the  w’ards.  In  addition 
to  their  daily  hours  off  duty  they  are  allowed  one  whole  day  each 
week  for  recreation  and  study,  and  three  weeks’  vacation  each  year. 
During  the  school  term  lectures  and  classes  are  attended  in  duty 
time.  During  illness  pupils  are  cared  for  gratuitously,  unless  it  be 
prolonged,  and  receive  allowance,  unless  its  duration  exceeds  two 
weeks  in  any  year. 

Instruction  by  demonstrations,  lectures,  recitations,  laboratory 
work  and  practical  exercises  is  given  between  October  1st  and  May 
31st  of  each  school  year.  Students  are  admitted  to  probation  dur- 
ing June,  July,  August  and  September. 

Students  have  access  to  the  gymnasium  and  swimming  pool. 
The  Hospital  has  ample  grounds.  Baseball  and  other  outdoor  and 
indoor  sports  are  enjoyed. 

Graduates  of  the  school  find  several  fields  open  to  them.  Head 
places  in  our  own  hospital  are  often  available  to  those  who  are 
adapted  for  them.  The  comprehensive  scope  of  the  training  spe- 
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dally  qualifies  graduates  of  this  school  for  executive  and  adminis- 
trative positions.  Further  study  for  special  work  after  graduation 
is  encouraged. 

A post-graduate  course  in  physiotherapy  is  offered  to  grad- 
uates of  this  school.  Nurses  completing  the  course  are  eligible  for 
examination  in  Pennsylvania  for  registration  as  phvsiotherapists. 


Schedule  of  Instruction 

The  courses  are  taught  by  lectures  and  demonstrations,  and 
quizzes  on  same;  textbook  recitations;  laboratory  demonstration 
and  practice. 

The  Preliminary  (first  four  months),  First  Year  and  Third 
Year  subjects  are  taught  in  the  home  school ; the  Second  Year  sub- 
jects in  affiliated  general  hospital  school.

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Report  of  the  Institute

To  the  Managers  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital: 

The  task  of  reporting  upon  the  opening  and  very  much 
broken-up  year  of  the  Institute  is  a pleasant  but  a difficult  one. 
With  the  removal  of  all  mental  patients  to  44th  Street  in  Marcli 
the  way  was  opened  to  make  the  work  at  49th  Street  an  appli- 
cation of  psychiatry  to  normal  and  everyday  people. 

The  beautiful  Institute  building  was  formally  opened  on 
March  1st,  1930,  with  an  address  by  Dr.  Haven  Emerson  which 
very  remarkably  brought  out  the  possibilities  of  mental  hygiene 
in  this  community.  Shorter  addresses  were  made  by  Dr.  Theo- 
dore Appel,  head  of  the  State  Department  of  Health,  by  J\Ir. 
Arthur  V.  Alorton,  President  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and 
by  Dr.  Charles  W.  Burr,  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  first  out-patient  was  received  on  March  22nd,  1930,  and 
the  first  resident  patient  on  April  1st,  1930.  It  cannot  be  said, 
however,  that  the  Institute  as  a whole  began  to  function  before 
June  of  1930  and  then  in  a very  limited  way. 

It  may  be  said  that  all  expectations  as  to  the  kinds  of  pa- 
tients there  might  be  in  the  community,  who  needed  help  not 
found  elsewhere,  have  been  met.  There  are  apparently  plenty  of 
“normal  people”  who  recognize  that  they  need  a better  way  of 
handling  their  adjustments  to  their  work  and  to  their  families.  It 
has  been  just  as  evident,  however,  that  such  patients  need  much 
time  devoted  to  them;  the  ordinary  out-patient  time  and  attention 
will  not  help  them  at  all.  As  a practical  proposition  it  was  evident 
that  at  least  an  hour  was  necessary  for  the  early  interviews  with 
every  patient  and  that  the  interview  for  active  treatment  should 
never  become  less  than  a half  hour.  This  at  once  diminished  the 
number  of  patients,  but  made  the  work  with  each  patient  much 
more  satisfactory. 

The  pupils  of  the  Franklin  School  returned  from  camp  in  the 
country  in  September  to  enter  into  new  quarters  where  girls  and 
bo3's  could  be  in  different  parts  of  the  same  building  under  the 
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care  of  the  same  house-mother.  The  children  in  this  school,  who 
are  in  general  suffering  from  the  behavior  disorders  which  follow 
encephalitis,  are  at  present  the  only  patients  for  whom  continuous 
year  by  year  residence  is  provided. 

In  the  attempt  to  do  work  not  done  before  in  a new  type  of 
organization  all  departments  have  met  difficult  problems. 

In  nursing  there  was  met  the  need  for  technically  trained 
women  with  certain  attitudes  to  life  and  with  varied  interests. 
The  work  with  patients  was  so  individual  that  there  was  no  place 
for  pupil  nurses — there  was  no  work  which  could  be  delegated 
under  supervision. 

In  occupational  therapy  there  was  the  need  of  interesting 
people — many  of  whom  came  from  home  every  day — in  crafts 
that  would  become  lasting  hobbies,  permanent  interests.  Keeping 
a small  staff,  it  is  best  for  us  to  have  experts  in  the  community  on 
call  for  any  unusual  teaching.  This  year  a Belgian  wood-carver 
has  been  of  great  use  to  patients  and  to  teachers.  Next  year  it  is 
likely  that  an  artist  in  a different  medium,  a musician,  a reader, 
or  a craftsman,  or  all  of  them,  may  be  called  upon. 

In  social  service  there  is  even  a more  unusual  situation.  The 
limitation  of  intake  so  far  necessary,  the  changing  staff,  the  novel 
requirements  of  the  Franklin  School  children,  added  to  the  fact 
that  many  of  the  people  who  come  to  seek  help  cannot  be  passed 
around  from  one  member  of  a staff  to  another,  indicate  that  new 
methods  must  be  worked  out  and  that  past  experience  is  not  of 
much  help. 

While  the  rooms  in  the  new  part  of  the  Institute  are  de- 
cidedly intended  for  well-to-do  patients,  whose  payments  are  the 
only  financial  prop  of  the  undertaking,  there  are  always  coming 
unexpectedly  patients  who  so  evidently  need  what  can  be  given 
that  they  ought  not  to  be  turned  away,  although  they  can  pay 
nothing.  Several  college  students  have  been  taken  in  although 
there  were  no  funds  to  care  for  them  and  have  increased  the  deficit. 

For  another  economic  group  of  patients,  those  of  moderate 
means,  preparations  are  being  made  by  which  every  essential  of 
psychiatric  treatment,  including  choice  of  physician,  can  be  pro- 
\ ided  and  tbe  cost  placed  as  low  as  possible  without  calling  upon 
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charity.  Such  costs  are  now  unknown.  At  the  out-patient  clinic 
we  have  tentatively  fixed  $10.00  for  an  initial  and  $3.00  for  a 
return  visit  as  such  a cost,  and  are  devoting  our  accounting  re- 
sources to  determining  whether  or  not  we  have  fixed  the  rates  cor- 
rectly. For  in-patients  the  tentative  charge  is  $6.00  a day:  for 
these  patients  a ward,  Franklin  Hall,  is  now  ready:  diet  and 
nursing  will  be  less  expensive. 

It  happens  that  the  patients  who  have  come  to  the  Institute 
rather  than  to  the  physicians  there  in  private  practice,  have  been 
teachers,  doctors,  students,  literarians,  druggists,  nurses — a profes- 
sional group  with  an  admixture  of  business  people  of  superior  type. 
Only  four  out-patients  who  have  come  to  the  clinic  have  been  low- 
grade  intellectually. 

In  general,  the  problems  brought  to  the  Institute  have  been, 
on  the  outside,  sleeplessness,  fatigue,  fears,  depressions,  shyness  and 
feelings  of  inferiority,  and,  on  the  inside,  fundamental  inabilities 
to  manage  oneself  to  the  best  advantage.  These  patients  can  teach 
us  something  of  what  a real  education  for  life  should  be. 

Treatment  has  sometimes  been  on  a superficial  level.  A 
deeper  level,  which  is  sometimes  indicated,  is  time-consuming  and 
expensive.  It  involves  a special  technique  of  interviews  in  which  a 
patient  can  work  out  for  himself  an  honest  way  of  meeting  his 
own  difficulties.  This  technique  is  not  something  which  can  well 
be  adapted  to  a large  general  out-patient  clinic,  where  there  is 
need  of  a quicker  sorting  out  and  dealing  with  immediate  problems. 
If  the  Institute  with  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  could  form  a 
center  which  would  supplement  the  work  of  all  the  nervous  and 
mental  clinics  of  this  city  and  its  neighbors,  it  would  be  a logical 
solution  of  a difficult  situation.  Certain  time-consuming  cases 
would  be  sorted  out  of  the  general  clinics,  where  they  are  in  the 
way,  and  studied  intensively  in  the  hope  that  fundamental  changes 
might  be  made  in  their  lives. 

For  this  research  into  basic  trends,  which  have  a meaning  for 
all  our  educational  and  rehabilitation  programs,  we  need  more 
money.  Specifically  we  need  Fellowships  granting  $2,500  a year 
to  physicians  who  want  training  in  psychiatry  and  who  are  capable 
under  supervision  of  treating  out-patients.  We  also  need  a grant 
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to  keep  some  distinguished  psj'cho-analyst  here  for  a year,  where 
his  work  can  be  co-ordinated  into  the  total  Institute  work,  and 
where  he  can  give  to  our  more  permanent  staff  the  valuable  ele- 
ments of  his  approach  to  patients.  The  approval  shown  our  work 
by  grants  from  the  Commonwealth  and  Rosenwald  Funds  should 
give  confidence  to  a prospective  donor. 

The  development  of  the  Franklin  School  this  year  has  been 
in  the  direction  of  more  home-like  conditions,  more  freedom,  more 
individual  management.  Two  boys  have  gone  out  to  a near-by 
public  school  to  get  their  education.  At  one  supper  time  it  was 
found  that  they  had  brought  two  friends  to  their  “home.”  A 
“gang”  has  grown  up,  with  an  extension  of  protection  from  a 
leader  for  a remuneration.  The  rich  phantasy  life  of  some  of 
these  super-intelligent  children  is  helping  us  to  understand  the 
origins  of  mental  diseases.  The  difficulties  of  looking  after  these 
children  who  “can  get  under  the  skins”  and  attack  the  weakest 
side  of  any  adult  who  tries  to  cope  with  them,  grow  no  less. 

To  the  Managers,  who  have  encouraged  a venture  which  is 
succeeding  scientifically  but  staggering  financially  in  its  early 
stages,  the  Staff  owe  profound  gratitude  for  their  sympathy  and 
long-suffering.

During  1930,  the  One  Hundred  and  Forty-Fifth  year  of  its 
existence,  the  work  of  the  Philadelphia  Dispensary  has  been  car- 
ried on  as  part  of  the  “Out-Patient  Department”  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Hospital  and  Philadelphia  Dispensary. 

Report  of  the  Treasurer  is  submitted  herewith,  and  the  statis- 
tical data  will  be  found  included  in  Report  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Hospital. 

The  printed  report  of  the  Philadelphia  Dispensary  for  the 
year  ending  30th  November,  1929,  erroneously  mentioned  Air. 
Arthur  V.  Morton  as  President,  which  should  be  Mr.  George  R. 
Packard  who  has  so  served  continuously  from  1923  to  date. 

Dr.  Henry  M.  Garden,  formerly  Resident  Physician  and 
serving  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  since  the  transfer  of  work 
from  Fifth  Street  building,  continues  to  serve. 

The  net  income  of  the  Philadelphia  Dispensary,  amounting  to 
$1,865.21  after  paying  Dr.  Garden’s  salary,  and  corporate  ex- 
penses, has  been  paid  to  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  towards  main- 
tenance and  equipment  of  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  Phila- 
delphia Dispensary. 

To  render  as  much  service  to  the  community  as  possible,  and 
to  maintain  the  self-respect  of  the  patients,  and  in  accord  with  best 
practices  of  the  day,  a small  charge  is  made  to  all  patients  able  to 
pay.  The  Managers  are  grateful  to  Dr.  Bradbur\%  the  Staff, 
Social  Service  Department  and  others  connected  with  the  Out- 
Patient  Department.
